A His Famous Sea-Captian and our preſent 
Heroe, ane of the firſt who put a Sea 
Girdle, as it were, about the World, was 
Born near South Taveſtock in Devonſhire, 


and had his Name given him by Sir Fran- 
15 Ruſſel after Earl of Bedford, his Godfather ; He 


as brought up in Kent, his Father being 2 Miniſter, 
ho for fear of the fix Articles in the Reign of Heory 
he 8ch, was forced to ſecure himſelf in the Hullof a

ing twelve in all, who being moſt of them Born on the 
Water, tor the greateſt part died at Sea, the young- 
eſt only dying at home, whoſe Poſteriry ſtill inherit 
what was gallantly, though dangerouſly gained by our 
Sir Francis their Elder Broiher. After the death of 
King Henry, his Father got a place to read, Prayers in 
the Royal Navy, and bound his Son Francis an Ap- 
prentice toa Ship-Mafter, who traded to France and 
Holland, with whom he endured much hardſhip, and 
was thereby firted co ſuffer the Fatigues and Labours 
of the Sea, | 
Hts Maſter dying, bequeathed him his Bark, with 
which he for ſome time followed his Maſters Profcſ- 
ſion, and thereby gained conſiderably ; Bur the Nar= 
row Seas being not large enough for his aſpiring Mind, 
he ſold his Bark, and in 1565, and 1566, ergaged with 
Capt. Lovel and others, ina Voyage to the Weſt. [n- 
dies, and received much wrong fram the Spaniards ar 


| Rio de Hachas yet the very next year Capt. Joha | 


Hawkins, waking preparations for a Voyage incothoſe 
Parts, he accompanied him toSt, John de Ullua in the 
Bay'of Mexico, where by the Treachery of Don Mar- 
tin Henrique their Vice-roy he loft all his Goods, and 
ſeveral of his Kinſmer and Friends, himſelt hardly 
eſcaping with his Life : This ſo cxaſperaced Drake, 
that he yored the Spaniards ſhould repay bim with ad- 
vantage, and to make good his word, having {erved 
for Hme time in one of Queen Elizaberk's Ships to his 
great Adyantage, and finding he cr uld procure 60 Re- 
dreG from the King of Spain for his Lofſes, though the 

ueen had ſent Letters thicker upon thar account, 1t 
raiſed ſuch - indignation in his Breaft, that he reſolved 
to uſe ali poſſible endeavours to recover the damages

with two Ships the Dragon and Swan in 1570. and the

, Purſgant therero May 24. 1572, being Whitſun» 
Eve, Drake in the Paſcha of Plymourh of ſeventy Tuns, 
and his brother John Drake in the Swan of twenty five 
Tuns, having in both Ships ſeventy three men and boys 
al Volunteers, well provided with victuals for a year, 
wich al} other Ammunition and Proviſion for Menof 
War, and three handſome Pinnaces taken aſunder,and 
ſtowed aboard to be {et together upon occaſion, they 
ſailed ovr of the Sound of Plymouth for Nombre de 
Dios in the WeRt- Indics, June 3. they had fight of 
Maderas,and Canary i1nds,and made no fjay nll they 
came in view of Guadaiups,an high Iſland in che Weſt- 
ladies. June 29. entring between this place and Do- 
minica, they eſpied two Canoes a fithing abour chree 
Leagues cf; rhen landing on the South of Dominica 
in one of the Rivers rhat fall from the Monnrains, they

poor Corrages of Palmerto Roughs and Branches, but + 
no People appeared, rhey ſeeming nor to be ſerl-d ha» 
birations but only uſed during their fiihing, July r, 
they fatled rherice toward the Main Land of America 
and ſaw the high Land of SanQa Martha, from whence 
they direRed their courſe to Port Pheaſanr,ſo named i 
Drake 1n his former Voyage for the multitude of thoſe 
Fow!ls they ihere met with. Being arrived they hardly 
knew the place again it was ſo overgrown with Weod 
and Grafs, though the year before they had made ma- 
by ways and Fails tierce, 

Arthe entrance into the Bay, Admiral Drake intende : 
ed to have gone aſhcar with only a few in his company, 
firce he keew that no Spaviards.dwelt withit thirty five 
miles of the place, that is at Tolou Eaſtward, and 
Nombre de Dios to the Weſt, when rowing toward 
the ſhore he ſaw a ſmo2Kk in the Woods, near the place 
where he had frequerred iaft year, and therefore, ta= 
Fing more firengrh, with Guns and other weapons, 
fuſpeting ſome Enemy near, he landed, where he. 
icund evident marks that Capt. Garnet of Plymouth 
had been lately there, being brovght thitter, by ſome.

formerly with Drake in that Voyage, he had left a 
Plate of Lead faftned toa veiy grear Tree, which tour

* Captain Drake, if you fortune to come to this Port 
*make haſt away; For the Spanj:rds which you had 
© here with you the laſt year have betray'd this place, 
* and taken away all that you left here ; I departed 
* from hence this preſent 7. of July, 1572. Your very 
* Loving Friend John Garret. 

The ſmoke they ſaw was from a Fire made by Gar- 
ret At his departure in a great Tree, which had con- 
rinued burning at leaſt five days before their Arrival ; 
Notwithſtanding this warning, Drake reſolved to 
build his Pinnaces in this convenient Port; Which 
they finiſhed in ſever days, by the help of ſome large 
Trees growing there near forty yards abour, being 
white and as heavy as Braſil Wood; There came into 
the ſame Bay an Engliſh Bark of the 1fle of Wight, 
Joes Rawſe Capt. with thirty men, ſome of whom 

ad beer there with Drake the year before ; They 
brought it a Spaniſh Carvel or Advice-Boat bound for 
Nombre de Dios, and a S$hallop with Oars taken at 
Cape Blank, and being acquainted with Drake's de- 
ſign, they joined with him therein. July 22. they 
failed our of this Harbor for Nombre de Dios, and 
coming. three days to the Ile of Pinos took two Fri- 
gats laden with Plank and Timber from Nombre de 
Dios 5; The Negro's aboard informed them of the pre- 
ſent State of the Town, and that ſome Souldiers were 
daily expe&ed from the Governor of Panama to de- 
fend it againſt the Symerons, a black People who 
abour eighty years paſt fled from the cruelty of their 
Maſters the Spaniards, and grew fince into a Nation 
under two Kings of their own, one inhabiting Weſt- 
ward, and the other Eaſt in the way from Nombre de 
Diosto Panama, who had almoſt ſurprized the Town 
fix weeks before. Capt. Drake reſolving not to hure 
theſe Negroes, ſet them aſhoar on the Main Land, that 
they would, they might join themſelves to the Syme-= 


rons 
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of Sir Francis Drake. 5 
rons their Countrymen, and thereby gain their liber- 
ty 3 or if not, yer the way being long and troubleſome 
by land ro Nombre de Dios, they might not give no- 
rice to them of his arrival, whom he intended to ſur« 
prize with the utmoſt ſpeed and ſecrecy. 

Leaving then his three Ships and the Carvel with 
Capt. Rawſe, and putring fifty three men with Targets, 
Pikes, Fire Pikes, Muſkets, Bows and Drums tnto his 
four Pinnaces, he parted from his Company, and in - 
five days landed in the Iſland of Cativaas about ewen- - 
five Leagues diftant, and having muftered and armed 
his men betimes in the morning, he exhorted them to 
be valiant and couragious, repreſenting to them the 
greatneſs of the Booty, the weakneſs of the Towb, and 
the hope of prevailing, and recompencing the wrongs 
he had received, eſpecially fince he was accompanied 
with men of as much reſciution as himſelf, and ar ſuch | 
atime as they were very likely to be undiſcovered; In - 
the afternoon they again ſer Sail for Nombre de Dios, 
and in the Evening reacht the River Franciſco, and lay 
cloſe to- the Shore all day to preventdiſcovery from 
the V Vatch-houſes; In the night they rowed hard-till 
they came 1nto the harbour under the highland, re» 
ſolving after they were refreſht, roatrempt the Town » 
next morning by day break; hut Capr. Drake obſerve 
1og that his men from the report of the Negroes, 
ſeem'd to apprehend the danger of this <=. be= 
cauſe of the greatneſs and firengthof the Town, to 
prevert their fears he took the opportunity of the riſing 
of the Moon that night, perſuading them that it was 
the dawping of the day, whereby they came to the - 
Town 2bove an hour ſooner than was at firſt propoſed, + 
which was about three-in the morning, when it hap= + 
pened that a Ship of ſixty Tuns, lately arrived from - 
Spain wich Canary V Vines. and other goods came juſt 
into the Bay, having not yet furled her Sails, who 
ſpying the Pinnaces ſo wel] Manned and Oared, fear 
a Gavdeloe togtve notice'to rhe Town ; which Drake 
percetying got berween tier and the Town; forcing her 
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ll to the other fide the Bay, fo that he landed without

the leaſt reſiſtance, finding only one Gunner upon the 
Fort, with ſix great braſs Guns on Carriages, and ſome 
whole and Demy Culverin, which they inftantly di{- 
mounted; The Gunner fled and gave the 'Town the 
alarm, who were uſually upon their Guard, by reafon 
of the diſturbances the Symerons often gave them, as

the Ringing out the great Bell, and Drums beating vp 


||| and downthe Town. 


Capt. Drake leaving twelve of his men to keep the 
Pinnaces and ſecure their retreat, and having ftreng- 
thened the Fort, went with the reſt to view the Town, 
and eſpecially a Mount where he was the year before 
informed fome Ordnance were deſigned to have been 
planted, which mighr ſcowr round about the Town ; 
but upon his Arrival there was never a Gun, only the 
place ſeemed prepared for that purpoie, He then 
commanded his brother and Jon Oxnam with fixrteen 
of his Company to go above the King's Treafure-houſe, 
and enter near the Eaft end ofthe Marker- place, him- 
felf with the reft deſigning ro march up the broad- 
fireer, with Trumpets ſounding and Drums beating to 
the Market-plzce, the Fire Pikes being divided be- 
twcen both Companies, which no leſs affrighted the 
Enemy than they gave light ro the Engliſh, who there« 
by diſcovered every place as if ithad been broad day, 
The Inhabitants were amazed at ſo ſtrange a fight, ima- 
gining them far ſtronger than they were, by hearing 
their Drums and Trumpets at ſeveral places ar once, 
yet the Jouldiers and ſome of the Townſmen got toge- 
ther in arms at the Market-place, by the Governors 
houfenear the Gate of the Town, either to ſhew their 
yalour in his preſence, or from thence to make their 
to Panama, which was the ready way thither. 
And to make ſhew of greater nulbers of thor, or elſe 
from a Cuftom they had whereby to terrifie the Sy- 
merons, they hung lines with matches lighted croſs the 
end of the Market-place, as if there had becn a Gom | 
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of Sir Fratieis Drake. © 7 
pany of Maſquereers, whereas there were only two or 
three, that e theſe Lines meye and dance, who 
all fled whefi they perceived themſelves diſcovered ; 
But the Souldiers and their affiftants gave them a hot 
Volley of Short, which came -full upon hem as they. 
marched up the Street, ſhooting fo very low thattheir 
Bullets oft grazed on the Sands 3 The Engliſhhaving 
diſcharged their firſt Volleyoof Shorand Arrows whictr- 
were made light on purpoſe for Service, they came ro {/ 
puſh a Pike, wherein the Fire-Pikes, Pikes, and ſhort 
Weapons, with the But-ends of their Muſquets, were 
very ſerviceable, and made the Spaniards retreat, 
when the Capcains Brorher arriving at rhe ſame inſtant; 
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Cure them againſt the Symerons, but ſerved now for a 
retreat to the flying Spaniards, who heing purſued, 


many of the Engliſh were wounded by the Weapons 


of the Enemy that lay croſs their way. 

Being returned, they. made a ftand in the midſt of 
the Market-place, Drake ſending ſome from thence to 
ſtop the Alarm-Bell, which continued Ringing alf this 
while; but the Church being ſtrong built, -and firmly 
Lockt and Bolred they could not get in without firing 
It, which the Capr. abſolutely forbid ; Mean time two 


or three Spaniards being taken in the flight, were 


commanded to dire& them to the Governor's houſe, 
where uſually all the Mules who brought the King's 
Treaſure from Payamawere unladen, though the S1l- 
ver-only-was kept there, the Gold, Pearl, and Jewel;, 
when entred by the King's Officer being carricd from 
thence to. the Treafury hard by, which was very 
ſtrongly built of Lime and Stone for ſecuring ir 3 Com- 


zng to the Goverror's, they found 1he great door” 


where the Mules unload juft opened, a Candle lighted 
on the Stairs, and very fine Spanifh Horſe ready fad- 
led either for the Governor or ſome of his Eamily , 
By means of this light they ſaw. a vaſt heap of Silver in 
the lower Room, conſiſting of-Bars of Silver piled up 
againſt the Wall ſeventy foot in leygth, ten in breadth, 
and twelye in height, each Bar berween thirty five 
and forty pound weight. Ar fight hereof Capt. Drake 
cave firi& charge none ſhould touch a Bar of it, bur 
ſtarid i por thelrguard, the Town being full of people, 
abd there beivg inthe King's Treaſury near the Wa- 
ter-fide more Gold and Jewels than the four Pinnaces 
could carry, which he told then., they;(hould 1oſtant- 
ty attempt to break open, notwithflanding the report 
the Spaniards gave of the ſtrength thereof, 
Returying back to the Market-place, news came 
their Pinnaor* were in danger to be ſeized by the Soul.

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Capt. Drake, and thereupon defired to be taken 
aboard, which was done, though he had ſeveral ſhot 
made at him from the ſhoar ; By him they had notice 
that about eight days before their arrival the King had 
ſent thither an hundred and fifty Souldiers to ſecure 
the Town againſt the Symerons, which was hkewlſe |

them and ran away. After this fel! a terrible ſtorm of 
Rain, Thunder and Lightving with ſo much vioknce, 
as uſually happens in thoſe Countreys, that before they 
could ſhelter themſelves under the Treafſure- houſe 
ſome of their Bow-Strings, Match and Powder were 
ker, and cauſed much diſturbance, which Drake per- 
ceiving, told them, © That he had brovghr them to 
© che mouth of the Treaſure of the World, which: if 
© they did not now gain, none but themſelves were to 
be blamed; Afrer this, the ſtorm having continued 
near an hour, ceafing, to prevent the fears of his men, 
and rhe preparation of the Enemy, he commanded 
his Brother with John Oxnam and their company to 
break open the Treaſure-houſe, and the reſt to follow 
him to the Marker-place till they had finiſhed the buſi. 
neſs they came about.. As Drake ſtept forward, his 
Strength, Sight and Speech failed him, and he began 
to faint for want of Blood, which. he then perceived 
had iflued 1n great quavtity from a wound in his Les © 
inthe firſt encounter, and which he hitherto: had con. _ ©

| cealed leſt he ſhould diſcourage his Company, or temper

When: they came to their Ships Aug. r. Captain 
Rawſe deſpairing of the hoped- for-ſuccefs, and their 
ſecurity on thoſe Coaſts, being now diſcovered, was 
upon his defire freely diſmiſt, after the return of the

continaing in the Jfle about fix days, when It was con- 
cluded rhat Drake with his two Ships and three Pin. 
naces ſhould fail to Carthagena, which they did in fix 


days, the calms they met with much hindring their - 


ſpeed, attempting nothing by the way neither at Telou 
nor elſewhere. Aug. 13. their two Ships anchored be- 
tween the Iflands of Careſha and St. Beraards, the 
Caprain bringing the Pinnaces about.into the Harbour 
of Carthagena, where at the entrance he found a Ship 
at anchor with only one- old man aboard, who upon 
demand anſwered, * That the 'reft of his Company 
* were g2ne aſhoar in a Gondelo rhart Evening to fighe 
* 45out a young Lady ; and freely told them, Thar

* ty by with Oars, inquiring whether any French or 
* Engliſh had been lately there, and being anſwered 
© none, they bid them look ro themſelves, and that 
* within an hour after this Pinnace was come tothe 
© further ſide of Carthagena, miny great Guns were 
* diſcharg'#. whereupon one going to the top Maſt 
© eſpicd ſeveral Ships and Vefiels coming into the 
* Caftle ; This report the Captain credited, fince them» 
ſelves had heard the Ordnance, and perceived they . 
were Dow fully diſcovered, yet having notice by this 
old Mariner, that a great Spaniſh Ship ne» ly unladen 
lay In the next Point, bound next morning for St, Do- 
ming in Hiipantola, they took him aboard their Pin» 
nace to verifie' his information, #nd coming near the 
ſaid Ship they aſkr whence they came; the Engliſh re= 
plicd, from Nombre de Dics, whereupon they abuſed 
aud railed at chem, who diſregarding rheir words in- . 
ſftantly boarded her, tho' with fone difficulty by rea- 
fcn of her heighr, ſhe being 2450 Tun ; Having centred 
the Deck, the Spatiiards perceiving.s they had 
taken poſicſſion, got all into Ho!d with their Arms, ex- 
cept two youths, when finding no danger from the 
Enemy, they towed the Ship without the 1ſ]znd into 
the Sound, juſt before the Town, tho? out of reach of 
their great Guns. 

Mean while the Town having intelligence hereof by 
their Watch, took rhe Alarm, ruvg out their Bells, 
and ſhot off about thirty Ordnance, and divers Horſe | 
and Foot came down to the yery Point of the Wood 
to prevent their going out of the Sound ; next Morn- 
ing the Engliſh rook two Veſſels, wherein were two 
who called themſelves the King's Scrivanoes, one of

This done ORob. 22. he returned ro John Oxnam, 
who mean while lay by the Men of War, without offer- , 
ing to fight ; When the Captaiti came up, the Wind 
bleiv ſo hard, that the Pinnaces were forced to give 
way, which cauſed-the Spaniards to rejoyce 18 hope 
they fled, but when they came into Harbour, and had 
ſnaooth Water, the Pinnaces engaged the Enemy with _ 
advanrage, fo that after a few Shot exchanged, and a - 
Storm arifing, they feared to preſs nearer, and the 
Storm continuing, whereby they doubted of ſucceſs, 
they retired into the Town, and the Engliſh were ob- 
liged by the foul Weather, tro continue there four 
days, feeling much cold from the Rains and Weſterly:

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| The $ymerons, who were.entertained in Septem- 
ber, and uſually repaired to their ſhip, during their ab- 
ſence, ranged the Countrey toward Nombre de Dios, 
and gave Drake particular Notice of what happened ; 
now afſuring him thar the Spaniſh Fleet was certainly 
arrived, he ſent the Lyon Frigot to diſcover the truth, 
fince if 1t were ſo, all the ſhips in the Councrey would 
repair to Nombre de Dios for Provifion : They tva 
few days afcer mer with a Frigot laden with Maiz, 
Hens and Pompions from Tolou, which they took, and 
who afſured them the Fleet was come; in her were 
taken ove Woman and twelve Men, whereof one was 
the Scrivano of Tolou : The Caprain uſed them very 
civilly, ſecuring them from the fury of the Symerons, 
who much 1mporraned Drake that they might have 
leave to cut their Throats in Revenge of their many 
wrongs and injuries received from the Spaniſh Nation, 
bur the Captain adjured them neirher ro hurt nor 
affront them, while in his charge ; and when te re- 
ſolved to take a Journey by Land to Panama, he firialy 
enjoyned Ellis Hixom to take care of his own Ship and 
Company, and eſpecially of thoſe Spaniards he had 
pur in the great Prize which was haled aſhoar to the 
Iſland, (called by them SJaughter Iſhand, becauſe fo 
many of their Men died there) and which was now 
uſed for their own Store-houſe, and a Priſon for their 
Enemies : All things thus ordered, and the Captain 
conſuiring with the chief of the Symerons, what Wea- 
pons, Proviſions and Apparel were convenient tor this 
great and long Journey : They adviſed to carry as ma- 
' By Shoes as poſſible, becauſe of the many Rivers full 
of Stones and Gravel they were to paſs. 

Preparation of all Neceflarics made, Feb. 3. being 
Shrove-Tueſday, they began their Journey with moſt 
of their Company, having algeady loft twenty eight 
Mev, and leaving only a few ſound Men with Hixom, 
to ſecure the Ship and Priſoners, and tend the fick :

Womens Garments, much like the Spaniards, but not 
fo coſtly, This Town is thirty five Leagues from 
Nombre de Dios, and forty fiye from Pavama, plenti- 
fully ſtored with Cattle, Foul, Maiz, and divers Fruits. 
As to their Religion, they have no Priefts, obly they 
held the Croſs 1n much reverence, bur by Drake's 
perſuaſion they lefr ir, and learme the Lord's Prayer, 
ſeeming willing to be inftruged in the A of 
God : They keep a conſtant Guard in four part, three 
Miles off the Town,to prevent the Miſchief of the Spa- 
niards, who are oft conduRted againſt them by the Sy- 
werons themſelyes, whereby they ſometimes prevail- 
edegainſt them when they Jived careleſly ; but fince 
this, having uſually notice of their comite, they many 
times ſurprize the Spaniards, and kill them in the

Being thus de- 
feated of their ExpeRation, they returned to their 
Ship, when Oxnam being [ikewiſe come back, had on- 


1y taken one Frigot with ten Men,whom they ſer aſhoar, 
great ſtore of Maiz, twenty eight far Hogs, and two 


hundred Hens; of which diſcharging her, the Captain 


finding the Veſſel new, ſtrong, and of a good Monld, : 


fitted her up with great Guns and Provifions for a Man 
of War, having notice by the Spaniards laft taken,rhat 
there were two little Gallies built ar Nombre de Dios, 
ro convoy the Chagro Fleet ro and fro, but were not 
yet lanched, which Fleet he refoived now to attempr, 
and to-encourage his Men, feaſted them nobly on 
Eafter-day, March 206, upon that account. 


Next day the new Frigor, and the Bear, failed to- 


ward the Cativaas, and landed about noon, when ob- 
ſerving a Sail making toward the Ifland, they plyed 
them, arid perceiving by their Confidence they were 


- tio Spaniards bur Engliſh, of whom they heard long 


before ; being in much Difireſs,they mad? up to them, 
and declared, © Their Captain was named Tetu, a 
< French-man of New- Haven, and a Man of War, de- 
* firous of relief, humbly beſeeching Drake to give 
*them ſome Water, having nothing aboard but Wine 
© and Syder, which made his Men fick, and that he had 
© bren ſeeking the Engliſh five weeks ſince he heard 
© rhey were on the Coatt. The Caprain ſer one aboard 
with preſent Relief, promifing them Water and Vi- 
taals at the next Yort. Coming to Anchor, Fetu ſent 
Captain Drake a Caſe of Piſtols, and a fine gilt Scime- 
ter, formerly belonging to the King of France, whom 
Montgomery hurt in the Eye, and given him by Moa- 
fieur Scroff : Drake requited him with a Chain of 
Gold, and a Tabler which he wore. This Capr. brought 
he'News of the great Diſturbances at Paris, at the 

Friage of the Kiog of Navarr laft St. Bartho;omew- 

1" with th#death of che Admira of France, and

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many others; ſo that they rhought thoſe Frenchemen 


moſt happy that were fartheſt from France, which was 
now in a very deplorable condition. He rold them 
what Reports there were of Drake's great Riches, and 
deſired to know how he might likewiſe make a good 
Voyage. 

Though the Evgliſh had ſome jealoufie of htm, yet 
upon Conſultation, they reſolved ro rake him, and 
rwehty of his Men, to ſerye with their Captain half 
ſhares, being thereby ſecured againſt their numbers, 
and not damaged by that part of the Gain, Tetu had 
ſeventy Mev, and they had but one and thirty ; his 
Ship was eighty, and theirs but twenty Tun, and. the 
Pinnace ten. ' And therefore they hoped for Afliſtance 
from him, in proſecuting their Voyage : And having 
agreed with him to meer at Rio Franciſco, they ſenr 
for rwo Symerom aboard, to aflure the French of this 
Agreement. Having in five or fix days refrefht them- 
ſelves, and the French, who were very thankful for 
this ſeaſonable Relief, leaving their two Ships in ſafe 
Harbour, they manned their Frigot and two Pirgnacer, 
(having ſunk the Lion after their Return from Panama, - 
for want of Men) with twenty French, and fifteen 
Engliſh and Symerons, wherewith they ſailed toward 
Rio Franciſco, where the water being ſhallow,they lefr 
their F _ at Cabezas in charge wich Robert Dable, 
charging him to attempt nothing till their return with 
their Pinnaces, wherewith they now entred Rio Fran- 


ciſco, and landed with the Strength aforementioned, . 


orderirg the Pinraces to be there again four days at- 
ter. And beipg iform'd, that the Carriages went dat- ' 
ly from Pananza ro Nombre de Dios, through che 
Woods towards the High-way, they marched as in 
their tormer Journey to Panama, tr being reckoned 
five Leagues by Sea, between Rio Franciſco and Nom- 
brede D1os, but by Land they found it above ſeven, 
proceeding on wich much Silence and Order, to the - 
great wonder of the French Captain, who doubted of 
yer recovering their Pinnaces, if the Symerons ſhould 
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leave them, which Drake never ſuſpe&ed, as knowing 
his Will was a Law to them, though. they neither re- 
garded nor truſted the French, 

Coming within a Mile of the High-way; they refreſht 
themſc]ves all nighr, hearing many Carpenters work- 
ng on the Ships (becauſe of the great hear of the day) 
ar Nombre de Dios. Next morning, April 1. 1573. 
They extreamly rejoyced ro hear the Mules coming 
with a great poiſe of Bells, hoping, though they were

Theſe 
three Recoes had a Guard of 2bout five and forty Soul- 
dicrs, fifteen to each, which cauſed the Exchange of 
feme Shot and Arrows at firft, wherein the French Cap 
tain was ſore wounded with Hail-fhort in the belly, and 
one Symeron flzin; bur th= Souldiers ſoon retiring for 
more help, left their Mules, and the Englith rook pains 
to eaſe ſome of them of their Burdens;and being weary, 
contented themſelves with as many Bars and Wedges 
of Gold, as they could well carcy away, hurying above - 
fifteen Tun of $1lyer 1n the Sand, and under old Trees,

were forced by the wind and night, to run into ſhelter

meeting the Engliſh again were loath to leave them, 
accompanying them as far as St. Bernards, and would 
have gone farther, but that they had notice the Fleer 
was ready to ſer ſail from Carchagena to Spain. At 
parting, the Engliſh paſſed hard by Czrthagena in 
Hght of all the Fleer, wich Sr. George's Flag in the

they paſſed from Cape Florida to the Ifles of Salley, 
and arrived ar Plymouth on Sunday at Sermon Time, 
Aug. 9. i573, The news of Drake's return betng

and theirNumber encreafing by theEſcapes they daily 
made, grew at length ſo formidable, that they ace now 
2 terror to their Oppreflors, from whom they receive , 
daily Injurieseither intheir Goods or Cattel, and have 
loſt a great Pare of that large and fruicfal .Ifle, which is 
a Relief roall Ships bound: for Brafil, Guinea or the 
Eaſt-Indies, being 3!ſo of great Strength, were it nor 
for the Cauſe aforeſaid, which hath much abated the 
Pride of the Portugals, who under pretcnce of Trade 
and Friendſhip; excluded the firſt Planters thereof, 
both from Government, Liberty, and alnof Life : 
South-weſt. of this Iſle they rook a Portugal Ship Jloa« 
den with Wine, ſtore of Linnen and Woollen Cloath, 
and orher Goods bound for Braſil; with many Goods 
and Genrlemen aboard : As they went hence, three 
Towns in ſght of them ſhot off wo great Guns into the 
Sea, either: for Joy of their departure, or to fhew 
they were provided to enterrain them, ard were an- 
ſwered. with cone from the Fleer, South-weit abour 
twelve Leagues hence, yet for irs height ror ſeeming 
2bove three, lies Fogo, a burning Ifland, or fiery Fur-. 
nace, wherein riſes a ſteep Bill, thought ac leaſt eiph- 
teen Engliſh Miles high, belching out great and dif 
mal flames of fire from the top, almoſt every quarter 
of a2 hour,that ia the Night itgives light like the Moon, 
and ſeems to reach the very Heavens ; Ir throvs out 
reat. Sranes,. waich falling. into the Se, are uſed as 
amice-ftones ; The reſt of the Iſ}:nd is peopled with 
Portugals, who hve happily therein. Y 
*, Two Leagues hence, lies another (ee and pleg- 


ſanr iſland, called Brava, the Trees always green, and 
35 almoſt planred all over with Trees: and Ervite, as 
© Figs, Coce's, Planta, Org, nh Corron, 
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of Sir Francis Drake: [-) 
and rke like, with ſtreams of freſh water running int© 
the Sea, and eafily taken up by Boats ard Pinnaces, 
but there is no Road nor Anchoring for Ships, no 
pround being to be found by the longeſt Line, fo that 
the Sea is thought tobe as deep as Fogo 1s high. They 
found only-gne Hermit inhabiting this 1Nand, nor ſaw 
any Houſ@but his, who delighred ſo much in ſcl1tart- 


neſs, that he fled from them, leaving behind the Re- 


licks of his Worſhip, rhat is, a Creis, a Cracifix, an 
Altar, with ano:her above ir, and certain Images ef 
Wooe, of rude Workmanſhip. They here diſcharged 
the Portugals taken near Sr. Jago, giving them a new 
Pinnace built. ar Mogadore, inficad of thier old Ship, 
with Vituals and Proviſion. | 
Furniſht with freſh Water at Cape Verde, Feb .2, 
they dircaed their Conrſe toward the Streights of Ma- 
gellane, ro go threugh into the South: Sea, failing ſi*ty 
three days without fight of Land, paſſing the Equi- 
no@1al Line, Feb. 17. and fell with the Coaft of Bra-. 
fil, April 5. during which long paflage on the vaſt 
Ocean, having nothing bur Seca below, and Heaven 
above, they iaw and experienced we goodneſs of Di- 
vine Providerce, in making ample proviſion for all 
their Wants; and though they oft mer with contrary= 
Winds, and Storms, urwelcom Calms, and burning 
Heats in this Torrid Zonegwith the Terrours of dread- 
ful Thunder and Lightning, yet they eould nor bur 
take notice, that not having been throughly furniſhed 
with water ſince they came from Evgland, nll they 
arrived atthe River of Plate long afrer, yer for ſeven. 
teen days together their neceſlities were-conftantly 
ſupplied by Rain-water 3 neither was their Fleet (now 
fix in number) ever diſperſt, nor lofi Company, ex- 
cept the Portugal Prize for one day only, which yer 
much diſcouraged them, | having the greateſt part of 
their Drink aboard her, and was therefore found again 
with much Joy, fince her miſcarriage might have de- 
feated the whole Voyage. Among many ſirange Crea- 
tures, they particularly obſerved the Flying Eith, as big 
as 
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as a Filchard, whoſe Fins are as long as his Body, and 
ſerve for Wings, when he 15 chaſed by the Boneto, or 
grear Mackrel (whom the Dolphin lik= wiſe purſues ); 
_ for when weary of ſiviming, he lifts up himſelf above 
water, and flies pretty tzgh, falling ſomerimes into 
Veſſels thar fail by : The Fins are fo curiouſly placed, 
a5 might ſerve for a longer and higher flight, did nor 
their dryneſs afrer ten or twelve ſtrokes hinder their 
motion, and force then 1nto the water to moiften 
them : Their increaſe 1s wonderful, their young Ones 
lying upon the water in the Sun as duſt on the Ezrth, 
where, when no bigger than a Whear-ſtraw, they im- 


ploy themſelves both to flie and ſwim, and were they 


nor ſo numerous, would ſeop be deſtroyed by their 
many Enemies ; for by flying imo the Aie to eſcape 
one, they oft meet dearh from another Adverſfary ; the 
Spurkire, 2 ravenous Fowl, who feeding on Fiſh,ſcizerh 
ona them in their flight, and makes great defirugion 
among them. There js another fort called che Curtle. 
fiſh, whoſe bones are us'd by Gold- ſmirhs, a multitude 
tailing ofr ar once ijnro their Ships amongit «their. Men. 

Sailing chus, w*t5 23 much pl-aſfareas if {7 4 Garden, 
in.benolding the excellent Works of the Ercraal GOD 
inthe Seas, April 5. they fell on the Coaſt of Braſil, 
In 3r degrees of South-Laticude, and being deſcryed by 
the Inhabitaurs, they ſaw great Fires In divers places, 
which they underſtood were made for Szcrifices ro the 


Devil, wherein they uſe many-Ceremanies and Con- | 
jurations, by caſting up greac heaps of Sand, rhatif any 


Ships ftay on their Coafis, thetr Evil Spirits may de- 
ftroy them, whereof the Portugals had experience, by 
loſing ſevera{'Ships. Magellane in his Voyage, reports, 
They pray to nothing, but are abſolutely barbarous ; 
but ir ſeems they-are much altered fiace his Time, 
falling from narural Creatures tomake Gods of Devils, 
yetir may be, they being then-a free People, had no 
oecafion ro/prafiſe this wickedneſs; bur being now in 
miſerable flavery wo the Portugals, as to Body , Goods, 
Wives and' Children, and forc'd'by their Cruclties, into 


the 
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the barren parts of their Countrey, chuſivg rather to 
ſtarve agd linger our a wretched Life "there, than en- 
dure ſuch intolerable Bondage 5 they may- now uſe 
theſe PraQices with the Devil, to be reveng'd of their 
Oppreflors, and to prevent thetr further Entrance into 
their Countrey; and judging the Eneliſh to be ſome 
of their Enemies, they> uſed the ſame inchantments

oreat {forms on theſe Coaſts, they received 'nodamage, 
only April 5. a violent Tempeſt and South-wind di- 
realy againſt them, ſeparated one of their Ships for a 
while, from the reſt of the Fleer, | 
Keeping on their Courſe South, Apry) 14th. they 
paſſed by Cape Sr. Mary, In thirty five degrees near 
the River of Plate, and came to an Anchor, in a place 
which their General named Cape-Joy, becauſe here the 
Chriſtopher, rhat waz ſeparated, came to them again. . 


He always took ſpectal care to keep his Fleer as much | 


as poſſible together, to. be well furnmiſh'd wrh freſh 
Water, and rozefreſh his Men as oft as hecould; and 
therefore at Cape Verde he gave publick notice, that. 
the next Randezvouz (if diſpers'd) and place of wa 
tering ſhould be the River of Plate ; and accordingly 
they here joyned, and were ſupplied wich all conve- 
mencies, the Air of this Countrey being pleaſant and 
temperate, and the Soil fruicful, fiored with plenty of | 
lzrge 2nd mighty Deer. April 16. They failed twelve

cially againſt the South«winds, where they killed di-

boar, loſt Company, and ſoon after by another ſtorm 


the Caunter was miſling 3 to prevent which for the. 
EO future;.. | 
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furure, the General reſolved to diminiſh che anmber 
of his Ships,that they might the better keep company, 
and have more ſupplies of Proviſion and Men, eſpe- 
Cizlly fince it was new Winter in theſe parts, and theſe 
Seas ſubje& to terrible Tempeſts, and therefore ſouzhe 
out & convement Harbour for this purpoſe. May 12; 
They anchored ina place not very commodious, which 
yer he called Czpe- Hope, bur ſeeming to promiſe good 
Harbourage, Drake, who never trafied aby bur his 
own Eyes in dangers, went nexr day in a Boat into the 
Bay, and being near the Shoar, one cf the Inhabiranrs 
appeared, ſeeming to fing and dance very pleafaatly ro 
the noiſe of a Rattle he had in his hand, earneſtly ex- 
peRing their Landing; upon which there inftantly 
roſe ſo thick a Mift and Fog, with ſuch an extraordina- 
ry fiorm, tj:at Drake being three Leagues from his 
Ship, thovgh: beſt to return, and not venture to 
Land, but tie Fog much mmcreafing, he could nor fee 
where his St:p lay, and was thereby in much danger, 
when Captain Thomas gallantly adventured tnto the 
Bay, and finding him our, joyfully received him into 
the Ship, where they rid ſafely; but thofe that lay 
without, were fo furiouſly affaulred by the Tempeſt, 
that to fecure themſelves, they were forced to go off 
to Sea, the Caunter formerly loft, now coming 1n to 


. them, Necxtrday, May 14. 1578. the Weather being 


calm, and the Fleet out of ſight, General Drake now 
In the Marigo!d went aſhoar, and made fircs to dire& 
them ro come together again into the Road, whereby 
at laſt they all rerurned, except the Swan, loft long 
before, and the Portugal Prize the Mary, who.was not 


found a grear while after. 


in. this place the People flying into the Countrey 
for fear of them, they found in Houſes built near the 
Rocks, to rhat purpoſe, at leaſt fitry dryed Offtriches, 
and much other Fowl drying, which they dry here,

Thighs were as big as a common Leg of Mutton; they 


cannot fly, but run ſo (wifr, that they can neicher be

* water, the General ſent them by a Boat ſome Knives, 


| fiand ; upon which the Engliſh, tying the things to 
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overtaken, nor fhot at, They found the Tools where- 


with the Natives take them, and among others 4 large 
Flume of Feathers ar the end of a ſtaff, the fore-part 


ing very broad, behind which they go ftalkiog, and 
drive them into ſome Neck of Land near the Sea, 
where ſpreading long and ftrong Nets, they have Dogs 
that ſeize on them. The Countrey ſeems very. plea- 
ſanr and fruitful, and at rheir return that way, the. 
Engliſh became familiarly acquainted with the People 
who much rejoyced at their Friendfhip, and that they 
had net harmed them. But the place not being con» 


departed thence May 15. and ſailing South-Weſt, fell 
into a very uſeful Bay, where they ſtaid fifreen days. 
From hence the General ſent Captain Winter 1n the 
Elizabeth Sourhward, to ſeck for wo Ships rhat were 
wanting, himſelf going North upon the ſame acconnr, 
who haply met with the Swan the ſame day, and 
bringing her inro Harbour, being unloaden, ſhe was 
broken up, and made fire-wood, the Tron-work and 
other necefſaries being ſaved, but could kear ro News 
of the other. | . 

After ſome ftay here, being aſhoar jn an Tfand nigh 
the Main Land, and from whence at Low Water rhey 
might-go over afoot; the Inhabitants appeared leaping: 
dancing, holding up their hands, and making Our. 
cryes after. their manner 3 but 1t being "then high. 


Bells, Bugles, and other things he thought would 
pleaſe them ; upon which, getting together on a Hill 
half a Mile from the ſhoar, two of their Company came 
down. ſwiftly though with a great Grace, ſuch as they 
uſe in ttme of Wars ; but drawing nigh, they made a 


a ſtaff, fiuck jt in the ground that they might {ee jr 
and. retired a reaſonable diftance ; being departed, 
they came and took the things, leaving inſtead there. 
of ſuch Feathers as they wore oft their heads, a bone . 
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carved like a Tooth-pick, fix Inches long, and neatly 


burniſked ; whereupon the General, with divers_ 


Gentlemen, went over to them, they ſtill remaining 
en the Hill placed in a rank, one ofthem.rynning from 
'one end to the other, Eaft and Weſt, with his. hands 
over his head; and his body inclining toward the ri- 
fing & ring Sun, and 'ar-every third turn he erected 
himſelf, vauicing 1Þ the Air againſt the middle of the 
rank toward the Moon, ſignifying (as they thought) 
©That they called the Sun and Moon (whom they wor- 
* ſhipped as Gods) to witneſs they meant nothing to- 
© wards them but Peace ; but perceiving the Engliſh 


. came apace forward, they ſeemed feariulz ro prevent 


which, the General and his Company retired, which 
ſo confirmed them they were no Enemies, that divers 
came down after them without fear, and traded with 
them, but would receive nothing from them cill-1t was 


firſt caſt on the ground : .The word they uſed for Ex- 
- change was Zufſus, and Toyt, to throw it on the 
ground : If they difliked any thing, they cryed,Eoroh, | 
Coroh, with xatling in their Throat: Their Goods , 


were Arrows made of Reeds, Fearhers, and the Bones 
aforementioned, They go naked, except only a Furr 
about their ſhoulders, when they fit or lyc in the 
Cold, but at other times tis as a Girdle abcat their 


Loins : Their Hair is very long, which to prevent . 
trouble, they knit up with a Roll of Oſtrich Feathers, 


and ferves them for a Quiver for rheir Arrows, and a 


Store-houſe for what they carry about them: Thoſe 


of (Quality, wear a large plain Feather on each fide 
their heads, ſeeming afar off hke Horns; ſo that a 


Head rius trim'd upon a naked Body, refembles a De. -. 


vil with Horns: 


Their chief Bravery confiſts in Painting their Bodies | 
with divers Colours, with ſuch Works as they fancy ; 


fome waſh their Faces with Sulphur, or the like,others 


paint their whole Bogies black, leaving only their 


Necks round about white, and ſhew like Ladies with

black Gowns and naked Necks ; ſome paint one _ | 
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Screightts, through which lay their defired paſſage ro 
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der black, and another white, and likewiſe their Legs, 
ſerting whike Moons on the black part, and black on 
the white, being the Marks of the Gods they adore : 
By this continual painting, he Pores of their Bodies 
are ſo cloſed, that they never feel any Cold; rhey- are 
ſtrong, comely,. ſwift and ative, and are much to be 


 Jamented, that beivg of tractable Natures, and in an 


excellent Soil, they are ignorant of che Worfhip of 
the True God; for though they never knew any Chrt- 
ſtians before, yer they ſoon became fo ſariliar, that 
they ſeem'd' rather willing to ſerve, and do them all 
good Offiggs, than offer any Injury. The General be- 
ftowing a'Cap off his head on one of their Chiefs, - he 
golng at a- ſmall diſtance, ' ſuddenly pierced his Leg 
deeply. with an Arrow, fo that the blood ſtreaming 
out, he thereby fignified his unfeigned Love to him, 
and was as a Covenant of Peace hetween'them ;- they 
were about fifry Perſons, who thus frequented rheir 
Company. In the South part- of this Bay, is a River 


{ of freſh Water, and ſeveral Iſlands fall of Seals, Birds 
J and Fowls; ſuffi-ient ro maintain a multitude of Peo- 


ple, of which they killed ſome with Shot arid Staves, 
and took many Birds with their hands, they lighring. 
upon their -heaqs and ſhoulders. They faw no Boat 
or Canoo uſed by the Natives, to come to theſe 
Iſles; their own Provifion ſeemed tro be raw Fleth 
and Fiſh, they finding pieces of Seals all bloody, which 


they kad gnawa with their Teeth like Dogs. They are | 
| all armed with a Bow an Ell long, and Arrows of 


Reeds, headed with Flints very exaQly. This Bay 
they named Seal Bay, for the plenty of them found 
here, killing two hundred in an hours time, | 

Sufficieatly provided with all neceflaries; they ſailed 
hence June 12, Southward, and anchored two days 
in a litcle Bay, where they diſcharged and laid up the 
Caunter or Chriftopher ; and Tune 14. arrived ar ano- 
ther Bay, in fiiry Degrees, twenty Minutes. Scuth Hat»

refreſh this Ship, and che wearied Men, St. Julian is 
in forty nine Degrees thirty Minutes, being a very con- 
venient Harbour, having many Iſlands withip ire Com- 
ivg now to an Anchor, and all things madSſafe, the 
General, with his Brother and five others, (acyoremny 
to his uſual care and diligence on ſuch occaſions) rows» 
cd further into the Bay in a Boar, to find our ſome 
conyenient place for freſh Water and Provifions,during 
their ſtay, and were no ſooner landed, when two of the 
Natives vifited them, called by Magellane Pentacours, 
for their huge ſtature and ſtrength, who ſeem'd much 
to rejoyce at their Arrival, familiarly receiving what- 
ever the General gave them, and much pleaſed to ſee 
Oliver the Maſter-Gunner ſhoot an Engliſh Arrow, 
trying to out-ſhoot him, but came nothing near him'; 
Soon after, another arrived, who ſeem'd avgry art the. 
Civility of his Fellows, and firove carneſtly ro make 
them become Enemies, which General Drake not 
ſuſpe&ing, uſed them as before; when Mr. Winter 
thinking alſo to ſhoot an Arrow, that he who came 


- laft might ſee jt, the ſirifng of his Bow broke, which 


bcing before their Terrour, did now encourage them 
to contrive Treachery agaiuſt them, not imaginiog 
their Guns and Swords were Weapons of War, and 
therefore as they were quietly returning to their 
Boat, theſe Villains ſuddenly diſcharged their Arrows 
at their backs, aiming chiefly at him who had the 
Bow, and nor ſuffering him to ſtring it again, by 
woundipg him in the ſhoulder, who turning about, was 
ſkot wkh an Arrow through the Langs, yet fell my 
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but the Gunner being ready to ſhoor off his Muſker,, 
which took norfire, was flain out-right. In this Ex-. 
tremiry, their expert General gave Order, that no- 
Man ſhould keep any cerratn Ground, bur ſhifting, 
Places, and defending rhemſelves with their Targets, 
ſhould approach theſe Monſters, and break all the Ar- 


' rows ſhot at-them, knowing when they were ſpent, 


they ſhould ſubdue them at pleaſure ; with this wiſe 
courſe, and by ſhootivg off che Piece the Gunner could, 
nor fire, the General killed the Author of the Quarre,, 
who ſlew the-Gunner ; for the Muſket being charged 
with a Bullet and Hail-fſhor, tore our his belly and. 
outts witlf much tormear, as it ſeemed by his roaring, 
which was ſo borrid and hideous, as if ren Bulls* had. 
bellowed at once. This fo diſcouraged his Companioss, 
that though divers others appeared out oi the Wonds 
ro affiſt them, yet they were glad to fly, and ſuffer the 
Engliſh quietly co depart; which they the rather did, 
becauſe of Mr. Oliver, who was wounded, and whom 
the General dearly loved, and would rather have ſay 
ved, than ſlain an hundred Enemies; but being paſt 
recovery, he died ewo days after he was brought 
aboard, Next day the General in his Boat, well 
armed, went again aſhoar to bring off the Gunnet's 
Body, which they found lying where it was left, only 
ſiript of its upper Garment, with an Engliſh Arrow 
firuck in his right Eye. Both the dead Bodies were 
laid in one Grave, with ſuch decency and reverence, 
as becomes the Tabernacles of Immortal Souls, and 
ſuch Ceremonies as Souldiers in time of War deſerve. 
Magellane was not altogether deceived in calling 
them Gyants, fince they differ ſo much from other 
Men 1D ftature, firengch, and the hideouſneſs of their 
Voice yet are they not ſa monſirous as the Spaniards 
r:porred, fome Engliih Men being. full as tall as any 
they ſaw 3 bur not imagining any Engliſh would ever 
come tliere, it encoutaged them boldly to write ſuch 
Untracks, Their name Pentagones, or five Cubirs, thar 
1s, ſeyen foot and an half, .giviug their trac height, yex 
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many notfo large ; but certainly the Crueſties uſed 
againft them, have made them more Monſtrous in 


their Manners than Bodies, which being told ' from Fa- 


ther to Son, has created fuch an invererate hatred in 
them againft Strangers, that upon all occafions they 
ſeek revenge upon them ; yer they ſeemed to repent 
the wrong offered to the Engliſh, ſuffering them to 
continue there peaceably rwo Months. after, and may 
cauſe them to be kinder to others thar happen into 


_ their Country. 


To this Miſchief from Infidels, another greater, and 
of far worſe Conſequence, was like to have fallen out 
among themſelyes, had not Divine Providence timely 
diſcovered and prevented it, whereby the innocent 
Blood of their General, and his moſt faithful Friends 
might have been treacherouſly ſhed, and the whole 
A&ton thereby overthrown. This Defign was laid be. 
fore their coming from Evgland, and of which Gene- 


peral Drake had z full x Account in his Garden at Ply. - 


mouth, but he could never believe thata Perſon whom 
he ſo dearly affcRcd, and had ſo extreamly obliged, 
would contrive any Evil againſt him, and therefore

Weakneſſes and Tofirmities, ſcdrning rhat any private 


Tr.juries ſhould break that firm Friendſmp he had 


Contra&ted with him, and was therefore offended with 
theſe, who from Duty diſcovered his daily Contrivan- 
ces to deſtroy the whole Enterprize; Bur the Gene» 
ral being art length copyinc't of his Fz!fhood, and rhat 
Lenity would do no good, firce the heat of his Ambi- 
tion covId not be allaved, bur by the Murder and 
Blood of his Caprain and Companions, his Practices 
growinz daily more dan;erous, he reſolved to ere

him before -it was roo late 3 Therefore firſt ſecuring 
him, he called all the Commanders and Gentlemen 


of his Campany rogether, 'ro whom he gave an account 


of the good parts 1a this Gentlemen, and of the Bro- 
therly Tenderneſs he had always ſhewed towards him 
eyer fince his firſt Acquainrance ; And then delivered 
them the Letters he had received from feveral Perſons, 


who much,gdoubted. his Fidelity, and that not only ar

Writings under the Gentleman's own hand; yea, ſe - 


veral unworthy Actions committed by ſhim, rendivg 
to the overthrow of the Voyage in hand, and the 
Murdering the General's Perſon, For all which fo 
many full and evident Proofs were produced, that the 
Genttervan himſelf ſtruck with Remorſe for his imcon- 
fiderate and unkind dealings, freely acknowledged 
himſelf worthy of Death; yea, of many Deaths, ſince 


he had not only deſignedthe ruin of the A&ion, but of . | 


the principal AQor likewrie, nor of a Stranger or Ene- 
my to him, bur ofa True and Real Friend; and there- 
fore openly beſought the whole Afembly, who had 
power to adminiſter Juſtice, to preyent him from 
being his own'Executioner, by condemning him to 2 
deferved Death.

throughly heard and conſidered the whole Matter, te 
give ſuch Judgment, as they would be anſwerable for 
ro their Prince, but eſpecially tro Almighty God, the 
Righreous Judge of all che Earth 3 whereupon all'of 
them, being forty of the Principal Perſons in the whole 
Fleer': After they tad marurely diſcuft the Hufineſs, 
and freely heard whar any of his Friends could alledge 
on his behalf, gave this Sentence under their Hands 
and Scals, © Thar this Gentlemen had deſerved Death, 
Sand tharir did by no _ confift with heir ſafery 
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. to let him live, remitting the Manner and Circum- 


. ſtances thereof co the General himſelf. | 
This Tribunal was held jn one of the Iſlands in the 
Portof St. Julian, which was after, in Memory here- 


.of, called, © The Ifland of True Juſtice and Judgment. 
After this Verdi& was glven to the General, to whonr 
. the Queen had committed the Sword of Juſtice, for 
"che ſafery of himſelf and company, with this Expreſ- 


fion, *VVe do account that he which firikes at thee 
© Drake, ſtrikes at us : He called the Guilry Perſon, to 
whom was read the aforeſaid Verdiet, which he ac- 
knowledged moſt juft, nene giving a more ſevere Sen- 
tence againſt him than himſelf, the General then pro- 
poſed ro him this threefold Choice, © Whether he 
* would be executed in this Ifland; Or be ſet aſhoar 
© on the Main Land; Or elſe return into England, 
© and Anſwer his Crimes before the Queen and her 
* Council : He gave humble Thanks ro the General, 
for ri1t undeſerved Ciemency,. and deſired time till 
BCXt day to conſider what to chuſe ; which gratted, 
cn the Morrow he gavethis Reſulr, © That though in 
© fiis Heart he had conceived fo great a Sin, and for 
* which he was juſtly condemned, yet his chiefeſt 
* Care and Concern was to dye a Chriſtian, that what. 
© ever became cf his Mortal Body, he might remain 
© affured of an eternal Inheritance 1n a far better Life 3 
© Thatif he were ſet a Land among Infidels, he much 
© doubted whether he ſhould be able to continue fſted- 
© faſt in the Faith, conſidering his own Frailty, and 
©the great contagion of leud Cuftom 3 And therefore 
he earneſtly inrreated the General, © That he would 
© have a ſpecial repard to his Soul, and not indanger it 
£ among Heatheniſh and Savage Infidels; That tt he 
£ ſhould return co England, he muſt have a Ship with 
£ Men and Vicuals ro condud it ; and if he had theſe, 
© yer he thought none would willingly Accompany him 
© wih ſo ſad and baſea Meflage. and leaye ſuch ho- 
6 nourable Service as rhcy were now 1n bur if he 
© could find ſuch who wouid be perſuaded to g0 _ 
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© with him, yet the very ſhame of his Return would be 
* erievous, yea worſe than Death to him, ſince he 
© ſhouldi dye fo often, and be ſo long a dying : He 
therefore proteſted, * That freely and with all bis 
heart, he imbrac'd the Generals firft Propoſal of de- 
*ing executed there, defirivg only the favour, that- 
* they might receive the Holy Communion together, 
© once before his Death, and thar he might dye the 
©Death of a Gentleman. ; 
Though divers per{ua&ca him to chuſe any of tte 
other ways, yet he was r<ſojute in his Geterminaicn ; 
and his wwo lafi Requeits being grapred, te received 
the Communion from Mr, Frzncis Fiercner, Preach- 
er tothe Fleer, the General himſelf communtcating 
with this Condemned penitent Genieman, who gave 
great affurance of a contrice ard repenins Hcarr, 
ſeeming more angry with hits own AQ, than any ej{c: 
After this, the General and h2 Dined together as cnecr- 
tully ard phery as ever in their Lives, Comforting 
one another, and drinking eacit to oiter, as If going 
ſome Journey ; Dinner ended, and all bejvg prepared 
by him, who a&ed as Provoit Marfhzl, he appeared 
very ſeriouſly, and kneeling down, ar ence prepared 
his Neck for the Axe, and his Spiric for Heaven 
withour d:fturbance, as having aiready cipcited the 
whole Tragedy in his 0:19 Mind, defiring the Spe&z- 
rors to pray for him, and bidding him do his Office 
without fear or: fayour : Having thus by bis worthy 
Demeanor at his Death, fully oblicerated -all the 
fauirs of his Life, he left tothe r-it a lamenablc Ex 
ample of a worthy Gentleman, who in firivirg to riſe. 
betore his Time, loſt himfelf, and 1s a Monument to 
Poſterity, of - the common fate of ſach-ambitious 
minds. And one thing very remarkable'may be ad- 
ded, That fifty eighc years before, another Gentle. 
man 1mployed in the like Service, and entertained in- 
to great truſt, was executed in the very ſeme place ; 
for the Evglith found a Gibber on the Main Land, 
made of a ſpruce Maſt fallen down, with Mens Bones.

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.and the other at the fcer, whereon they graved the 
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zaderneath, which they judged ro be that erefted by 
Mageljane in 1520. for Executing John Carthagena, 
Cozen to the Biſhop of Burgos, who by the King of 
Spain's Order, was joined 1n Commiſſion with Ma- 
gellane, and made his Vice Admiral : As they digged Þ} 
a Graye in the Iſland, tro bury this Gentleman,

General Drake is parſuance of his Voyage 
round the World, Paſſeth through the 
Streights of Magellane #0 the South 
Sea, where he meets with a terrible Tem- 
peſt for fifty two days together, and loſes 
Company of two of his Ships, Being teft 
alone, he proceeds towards the Coaſt of 
Peru, and gets a prodigious quantity of 
Gold and Silver and Tewels.

HIS Tragedy thus ended, the General broke up «{*, 

che Mary, the Portugal Prize, being leaky and 
troubleſome, leaving her Ribs and Keel on the Iſland, 
where for two Months they pitched their Tents, and 
having wooded, watred, and trimm'd their- Ships, 
which were now reduced te three, (beſides the Pin- 
naces) to keep the eaſier together, and to be bercer 
providedand mann'd upon all occaſions. Aug, 17. they 
failed- our of this Port, and with mych hope —_—

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their Courſe for the Streights, South-weſt. Aug. 20. 

They fell with a Cape nigh the Entrance, called by - 
the Spaniards Cape Virginia Maria,appearing like Cape 
Vincent in Portugal, with ſteep Cliffs and black Stars, 
apainſt which the Sea beating ſeems like rhe ſpouring 


of Whales: Here the General cauſed his Fleet to ſtrike 
| their Top fails, in honour of the Queen, and to ac- 


knowledge her abſolute Right in this New Diſcovery; 
Changing alſo the Name of his Ship from the Pellican 
to the Golden Hind, in remembrance of his honour- 
able Friend Sir Charles Hatton, when aiter a Sermon 
and Prayers for the QUEEN, and the whole Realm 
of England, they entred the Streights, having fight of 
the Land on both ſides, which at length grew very © 
narrow, with many Windings 3 after which they ſeem- 
ed to come out of a River, two Leagues broad, into a 
large and open Sea; and the Night following, ſaw a 
Burning Iſlznd, much like Fogo in heighr, and flaming | 
withour Intermiſſion. Ir was formerly thought, that 


' the Current in this Streight ran always one way, but - 


they found the Ebb and Floud, and the Water rifing 
five Fathoms upright, as on other Coafls, 

Aug. 24. being Bartholomew Day, they fell wich 
three Iſlands lying triangular, ove very large ard fruit- 
ful, where the Weather being calm, the General and 
ſome of his Company went aſhoar and took poſſeſiion 
thereof in the Queen's Name, calling it Elizabeth 
Iſland 3 And though the other rwo were not ſo large, 
yet they were very uſeful ro them for the great ſiore 
of ſtrange Birds found there, they. could not fly, bur - 
ran ſo faft as ſometimes to eſcape; they are ſomewhat 


* ITefs thana Gooſe, ſhort and thick, without Feathers, 


bur only had matted Down, with Bills like Crows : 
They lay their Eggs, and breed: their Young in the

of a Prince, rather than the uſe of ſych a rude and

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barbarons People; the ſeams were uot cloſed nor 
chaulked, but only ſtitch'd with Thongs of Seal-{kin 
ſo very cloſe, that they' received little or no water. 
The People are of a well-ſer mein ſtature, delighting 
muchio pzinting their Faces like the orher, and had a 
Houſe wichin the Iſland, built wich Poles, and covered 


with ſkins of Beaſts, wherein there was fire, water, 


and ſuch viQuals as they can ger, as Seals, Muſſels, and 
the like : The Veſſels wherein they keep their Water 
and Drink, are of Wood like their Canoos, and very 


. neat, which they cur with Knives madc of huge 


Maſſel-ſheils, { the Fiſh being good ſavoury mear } 
which after they have broken off the thin Edge, they 
grind and temper ſo hard. upon ſtones, that it will ex- 
fily car the hardeſt wood, and whereof they make 
Fiſptpgs to kill Fiſh, with admirable dexterity. - 

Sepr, 6, They l:fc theſe troubleſome Iſlands, and en» 
tred the Sonth-Sea, or Maredel Zur, the General de. 
ſigning to have gone aſhoar at the Cape, and after Ser= 
mon to have left a perpetual Monument of the Queen 


(which he had prepared} thereon ; bur rhey could find 


no Anchoring, neither would the wind permit theng 
to ffay, They found rhe Streighr was in abour fifty 
degrees; a hundred and fifty Leagues long, and ten 
broadart the entrance, after, not above a League, and 
then {arger again, and at the end no S$treight ar al}, 
bar only Iſlands, The General perceiving that the 
Cold Winrer bad impaired ſome of his Men; reſolved 
to have haſtened toward the Line, and che warm Sun, 
but ir pleaſed God ro diſappoint him : For Sept. 7. 
the ſecond day after their entrance into this Peaceable, 
but ro them now Furionz fea, a terrible Tempeſt 
aroſe with ſach violence, that they had little hope of 
eſcaping : And though Sept. 15. the Mooh' was e&= 
clipied in Aries, and three parts darkened, which 
might ſeem to promitie ſome change of Weather, yer- 
It brought them no Relief ; bur they continaed in a 
miſerable condition full fifcy rwo days tegether, ond 
theſe furious. and extraordinary tlavs continuing, er _ 
. . I Ls Lav i. 
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rather incearſing, cauſed the ſorrowfſul ſeparation of 
Caprain John Thomas in rhe Marygold, from the Fleet, 
Sepr, 30. at fighr, whom they never met again, though 
they ſtill hoped to have found them on the Coaſts of 
Pery, toward the EquinoQtial, the Randezyouz ap- 
pointed by the General, ſhe being well provided 
with neceſſaries, and an able Captain with ſkilful and 
ſufficient Mariners, From Sep, 9. when the ſtorm 
began, to Oftob. 7. they could not poſſibly recoyer 
Land, being driven to. thirty ſeven degrees of South 
Latirude, when entring with a-ſorry Sail into an Har- 
bour, ſomewhat Northward of that Cape of America. 
aforenamed, in hope to enjoy ſome quiet till the 
ftorm was ended, they were again affaulred with fo 
cruel a flaw, that the Admiral with the fury thereok, 
lefr ker Anchor behind, and-in departing, loft ſight of 
the Elizabeth their Vice-Admira}, either through neg- 
ligence, or the earneſtneſs of ſome within her, to be 
eaſed of theſe Troubles, and at home again, as they af- 
rer underſtood. For the very next day, Octob. 8. re«* 
covering the Mouth of the Streights again, they re- 
curned the ſameway, and Coaſting Braſil, arrived in. 
England, June 2. the year following : So that now the 
Admiral's Ship might well have retained her former 
name, being like a Peflican alone in this Wilderneſs 
of. Waters ; and though the General diligently ſoughr 
the reft of his Fleet, yet he could not gain the leaſt

From this. Bay of parting Friends, they were for- 
| cibly driven back to fifty five degrees,and ran in among 
the Iſlands aforementioned on the South of America,

Friends ; General Drake having fitted all ro his Mind, 
and leaving his Ship, at Anchor in the Bay, reſolved 
to go 1n the Pinnace himſelf with ſome Choice Men, 
toward the South if poſſible tofind them out ; but af- 
ter,one days Sail, the Wind forced him back aggin :

and never met with the like except at Cape Blank, on 
the Coaſt of Barbary, the Genrſemen with four or -

fturb'd him, bur fince they did him that Tojury, they 
freed him of this Charge which might otherwiſe have 
kept him Waking, leaving him if he pleaſed, to. take 
another- Nap more ſecurely ; Continuing 111 their 
_ Search for freſh Water, they again Landed net far 
. thence, and met with a Spaniard and an Indian Boy 
driving cight Lambs, or_Pernvian Sheep, each carry- 
Ing two Leather Bags, with fifty pound weight of” re- 
fined Silver, and not induring toſee a Spaniſh Gen- 
cleman curn. Carrier, they, without aſking, offered 
him their Service, and became his Droyers, only they 
mift- his way, for almoſt as ſoon as he parted from 
them they came into their Boats. Beyond this lye 
certain Indian Towns, from whence many People 
came 1n Boats made of. Seal ſkins, and blowa full of 
Wind, which rows ſwiftly, and carries a great Bur- 
then ; Theſe ſeeing their Ship, brought ſtore of divers 
forts of Fiſh to Traffick with them for Knives, Stones, 
Glaſſes, and the like, Men of ſixty or ſeventy years 
old being as fond of them, as if they had purchaſed 
Jewels of great Value. They appeared a plain inno- 
cent People, and reforied to them 1n great Numbers 
10 that ſhort.time, | 

Near this, in 2 2 degrees 3o minutes, lay Marmorena, 
and another -great Indian Town, Governed by two 
Spaniards, whom defiring to deal with, Jan. 22, they - 
Anchored there, and found them inclined to exchange 
ſome Goods they wanted, more our of. fear than love, 
and among others, ſome ſuch Sheep as carried the

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Bags of Silver aforementioned ; they are as large as an 


ordinary Cow, and three Men and a Boy far on one. 
of their Backs at once, their feer nor touching the 


fgronnd by a foor, nor the Beaſt complaining of its 


Burthen;z their Necks are like Camels, bur their 
Heads as other Sheep, and are of great vſe ro the 
Spaniards; their Wooll is very fine, and their Fleſh 
good Meat; they ſapply the want of Horſes, and carry 
heavy Burdens over the Mountains, three hundred 
Leagues ar once, where no other Beaſt can trayel ſo - 
well : In this place, and fo up through the Prevince of 
Cuſco, the commen Earth being any where taken up, 
every hundred Pound weight thereof, when refined, 
fields twenty five ſhillings of pure Silver, at a Crown 
an Ounce. The next place likely to hear News of 
their Ships, was the Port of Arica in 20 degrees, 
there being no Harbour in a long way before, where. 
tkey arrived Feb. 7, The Town lands in che moft 
fruitful Soil on thoſe Coaſts, in the Mouth of a plea- 
ſant Valley, abounding with all things, having a con- 
ſtant trade for ſhipping, both from Lima, and. other- + 
places in Peru, and- inhabited by the Spantards : It 
twoBarks here, they found above forty Bars of Silver--- 
as large as a Brickbat, each weighing twenty pound;. 
which burden having taken upon themſelves, they 
failed to Con Fs 9. Andin their way to Lima, 
met with another Bark of Ariquipa, who had begun to. 
load ſome Gold and Silver, but, upon Notice of their 
coming from Arica by Land, it was again unladen ;

Feb. x;, They came to Lima, and found? thirty 
ſhips in the Harbour, ſeventeenof them being che beſt 


in the South-Sea; all ready provided, yet they ha& -

could have done the Spaniards more miſchief in a - 
few hours, than they could have again recovered in- | 
many years : Buttheir chief Care 'was to find out their:

16, 
chey failed when theWind ſerved.2ng then towed their 
ſhip roward Panama, haftning, if pofiivle ro ger fight 
of” this gallant ſhip the Cacafogo, the Glory of the 
South Sza, gove from Lima fourteen days before : 
Tie fell with Cape Franciſco, March. x. paſſizg the 
Line the day before, and about Noon diſcovered a 
$11] ahead of them, and baving once ſpoke with her, 
they lay fill in the ſame place fix days to recover 
Breath, being almoft ſpent with their haity purſuir, 
2nd to recal what advantage they had mace fince their 
coming from Lima. They had norice of this great 
Prize {everal times, once by a fhip taken between 
Lima and Paira ; again by another fhip laden with

Here they received news of ſome things that had 
lately happened in or near Europe ſince their depar- 
ture thence, In particuler of the Death of ſome great 
Perſonages, as the King of Portugal, and both the 
Kings of Morocco and Fefle, all chree ſlain in one day 
in oneBatrel in Africa.Alſo thedeath of Henry III, King 
of France, who was murdered by one Jaques Clement 
a Monk, by the contrivance of che Papiſis, becauſe he 
feemed to incline to the Proteſtants to ſecure himſelf 
from the ambition of rhe Houſe of Guiſe, and others 
of rhe Holy League (as they called 1t) whereby they 
obliged rthemielves never to ſuffer any to Rule in 
France, who either had or was likely to profeſs any 
other bur the Catholick Rejigion, They had likewiſe 
a account of the death of the Pop=, whoſe Uſurped 
Authorjry bring leflened in Europe, he hath cndeavou- 
red 't9 advance it in America, ſo that inall places 
where the Spaniards have power, the infeRtion of Po. 
pery hath ſpread it ſelf, which hath produced the 
fame accurſed fruits as in Chriſtendom ; and in the 
Cities of Lima, Pavama, Mexico, and the Countries 
adj1cent, no place is free from thoſe Vices which that 
Religion too much indulges, as Whoredom, Sodomy, 
and ſuch other B=fiialities as are not fir to be named 
among Chriftjans, of which tie Actors ſeem not ar all 
athamed, ſince tne Pope's Pardons are fo common and 
ſo cheap io theſe Counirics, from which by the mulci- 
tude of Offenders, une Monks and Friers reap no ſinall 
atyantage, ; 
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- Thisgives ſuch ſcandal to the poor ignorant Tndiams, 
that rhough, ſince rheir forced comverfion, they are 


no beter Chriſtiaus,nor know no more of the Dofrine 
of the Goſpel than before, yer they ſeem by the light 


of nature to abhor and deteſt the filthy and abomi- 


-pable Lives of moſt of the Spanifh Priefts and People, 
Herein ſcemivg to parallel che Scyrhians in reſpeR to 
the Grecians, who though barbaroufly rude and 1gno- 
rant in learning, = in modeſty, remperance and other 
Moral Virtues, far excelled the Wiſe and Learned 
Greeks, who preſumptuoufly gloried to be the moſt 
knowing and civilized People tn the World. . 
' {But though the Anrichriftian Clergy induſtriouſly en- 
deavour to keep them in more than Hearhentſh dark» 
neſs, yet even among theſe illiterate People God doth 
got leave himſelf without witneſs; for ſeveral of them 
boldly reproved the abominable licentiouſneſs of theſe 
pretended Jpaniſh Chriftians borh tn their Do&rines 
and Pragices, which fo alarar'd rhe Priefts, that about 
-Two months before Gen. Drake's arrival, twelve Per- 
ſons were apprehended ar Lima for the profeſſion of

Genepal Drake now conſidering that they were | 


come one degree North of the Equino&ial Line to the 
entrance of the Bay of Panama, and that there was 
little hope their toſt Ships ſhould be before them, ſince 
they could get no notice of them in ſo long a Courſe, 
and with the ftriteſt Search and Inquiry, and that 
the Time of che Year drew on, wherein their Gene- 
ral, if ever, muſt proſecute; his Deſign of diſcovering 
a Pafſage about the North parts of America, from the 
South-Sex into our oivn Ocean, which would be ſer- 
viceable to his Country for the future, and themſelves 
might have a much nearer Paſſage home. They _ 
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fore concluded ro find out a convenient place for 
Triming their Ship, and getting Wood, VVater, atid 
other Provifeons aboard, and then to haſten for dif-- 
covering this Paſſage, through which chey might re- 
turn with Joy co their much defiied Homes : Sailing 
therefore March 9. toward the iſle of Cainos, they 


arcived there the x6ch. ſertling themſelves in a freſh 
River, between thar and the Continent, for finiſhing 
their Aﬀairs, where there happened a terrible Earth- 
quake, which was fo violenr, that the Ship and Pin- 
race, though near an Engliſh Mile from the ſhoar, 
trembled and ſhook, as if on dry Land. They found 
here Fiſh, VVood, and freſh VVarer, {beſides Ale. 
gators and Monkeys) with many other neceflaries thar 
they wanted. In their Paſſage hither, they took one 
Ship more, which was the laft they met with on all - 
theſe Coafts, laden with Linnen, China Silk, and 
China Diſhes, and a Faulcon curioufly wrought in 
Gold, with a great Emerauld in the breaſt thereof. 
From hence, March 25. 1579. they reſolved to ſail 
the neareft Courſe the Wind would permit, withour 
touching any where in a long way, paſſing by Port 
Papagaia. The Port of the Vale of the moft rich «and 
excellent Balms of Jericho, Quantapico, and divers 
others ; as alfo, certain Gulphs hereabomr, which con- 
rinually ſend forth ſuch violent Winds, as much_en- 
danger the Spaniſh Ships, if rhey go- roo near. Fur 
' having notice that they ſhould oft have Calms and ' 
contrary Winds near the Coaſt, and rhat 1f they run

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xepeared the Ceremony a ſecond and- third time, 
brivging with him a bunch of Feathers, like thoſe of 2 
black Crow, neatly placed on a firing, and” gathered 


f. into a round Bundle, exa&tly cut, and equal in lengthy; 


which (as they underſtood afterward) was 2 ſpecial 
Badze worn upen the head of the Guard of the King's 


- Perſon : He brought alſo a lirtle Bafket made of 


Ruſhes, full of an Herb called Taba, which tyed to 
a ſhort Rod, he caſt into their Boar. The General 
intended inftantly to have recompenced him, bur could 


- or perſuade him to receive any thing, except a Hat 


thrown out of the Ship into the Water, refuſing any 
thing elſe, though it were upon a Board thruſt off to 
him, and fo preſently return'd. After this their Boats ' 
could Row no way, but they would follow it, ſeeming 
ro adore them as Gods. | 
June 21. Their Ship being leaky, came netter- the - 
ſhoar to Land their Geods;, but to prevent any ſur- 


prize, the General ſent his Men afhoar firft, with all _ 
neceſſaries for making Tents, ar.*-a Fort for ſecuring. -.. 


their Purchace z winch the Natives obſerving, came 
down haſtily in great numbers, with ſuch VVeapons, 
as they had, as if angry, bur without the leaſt thought 
of Hoſtility ; for approaching ther, i they ſtood as 
Men Raviſh'd with Admtration art the Tight of ſuch 


- things, as they had never before heard norRey, ſeem» 


ing rather to Reverence them as Deities, than ro de- 
fign VVar againſt theta as Mortal Men, which they 
diſcovered every day more clearly, during 'the whole 
Time of ſtaying among them. Being diread by Signs, 
to lay down their Bows and Arrows, they immediately 
obeyed, as well as all the reft who came*continyally to 
them ; fo wart 1n a little while, there 'were a great 


_ company of Men and VVomen.. Taconfirm this Peace, 


wich they ſeemed fa willing to agree to, the General 
and hs Men treated them very courteouſ]y, beftowing 
on them freely what might cover their Nakedneſs, 
and making them ſenfible they were not Gods bur 
Men, and had on” need of Garments to rvyer =.

{ eatinganddrinking in their preſence, to ſarisfie them,

General and his Company Feathers, Cawls of Net-

Being at length fully contented with viewing them, 
they retutn'd with Joy to their Houſes, which are dug 
round within the - Earth, and have from the ſurface

gether at the top, like a Spired Steeple, which bes» 
1ng covered with Earth, no V Vater can enter, and are 

| very warm, the Door being alſo the Chimney to let 
out the 'Smoke, which are made flopous, like the 
Scurtle of a Ship: Their sBeds are on the hard 
Ground, ftrowed with Ruihes, with a Fire in the 
midft, round; which they lye, and the Roof being 
lew, round and cloſe, gives a very great Reflexion of

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ſelves with Srone-walls ; which done they grew more 
ſecure, Two days after this firſt Company were 
gone, a great Multitude of others, jnvited by their - 
Report, cameto viſit them, who as the other, brought 
Feathers, and Bags of Tabah for Preſents, or rather | 
for Sacrifices, believing they were Geds ; Coming to 


the Top of the Hill, ar the battom whereof they had 


built their Fort, they made a ftand, where their 
Chief Speaker wearied himſelf, and them with a long 
Oration, ufiag ſuch violent Geftures, and fo ſtrong a 
Voice, and ſpeaking ſo: faft that he was quite out, of 
Breath ; Having done, all the reſt bowed their Bodies 
very flowly and reverently to the Ground, crying Oh, 


- as conſenting toall had been ſaid ; then leaving their 


Bows with their Women ard Children behind, they 
caze down. with cheir Preſents in ſuch an Awful 
Poſture, asif they had indeed appeared beforeaDeity, 
thinking themſeives happy co be near General Drake, _ 
and eſpecially when he accepted what they fo willing- 
ly c&.red, getting as nigh him as poſſible, imagimng - 
they approached a God. | 
Mzan time the Women, 2s if Frantick, uſed un- 
natural Yiolence to themſelves, fhreiking dreadfully, 
and rearing their Cheeks with their Nails till the Blood 
fireamed down their Breafts, rendingtheis Garments * 


from the upper Parts of their Bodies, and holding 
their Hands above their Heads, thereby ro expoſe 


their Breaſts ro Danger, they furiouſly threw them=- 
ſeives or the Ground, not regarding whether it were 
wer or dry, but daſh'd their naked Bodies againſt 
ſtones, hills, woods, buſhes, briars, or whatever lay. in 
their way, which cruelty they repeated (yea ſome 
Women with Chila) fifteen or ſixteen times together, 
till cheir ſtrength failed them thereby, which was more _- 
grievaus to the Engliſh to fee, than to themſelyes to 
ſuffer. This Bloody Sacrifice ended, the General and 


| his Company fell to Prayers, and by lifting up their 


Hands and Kyes to Heaven, ſignified that theig,God, - - 
whom they ought to Worſhip, was above in :the Hea- 
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vens, whom they humbly beſought, if it were His 


Pleaſure, to open their Blind Eycs, that they might 


come to the Knowledge of JESUS CHRIST: 
While the Engliſh were ar Prayers, ſimgivg of Pſalms, 


and reading ſome Chapters in the Bible, they ſat very 
attentive, and at the end of every Pauſe, cried out 
with one Voice, Oh ! ſeeming to rejoice therein; yea, 
dehizhred fo much in their finging Pſalms, that after 
when they reſorted ro them, they defired this. Gnaah, 
er that they ſhould Sing. Ar their departure they re- 
turned all that the Genera] had given rhem, thinking 
SI ſufficiently happy 1a haviig free Acceſs to 
them. | 
Threedays after, June 26, the News having ſpread 
tt ſelf farther into the Country, anotker great number 
ef People were aſſembled, and among them their 
KING himſelf, a Man of a comely Preſence and Sta- 
rare, Attended with a Guard of an hundred Tall Stour 
Men, having ſent rwo Ambaſſadors before, to tell the 
General their Hioh or King was.coming ; one of them 
in delivering his Meſſage ſpake tow, which the other 
repeated Verbatim wich a ſoud Voice, wherein they 
conritmed about half an hour, which ended, they by 
their ſigns deſired ſome Preſent ro their King, to affure 
him of comipg in-Peace, which the General willingly 
granted, and they joyfully wepr back ro their Hioh: 
A while after their King with all his Train, appeared 
In as much Pomp as he could, ſome loudly crying and 
Aging before him 3 as they came nearer, they ſeem* 
ed graver in their Aftions : In the Front before him, 
march'd a Tall Main of a good Countenance, carrying 
the Scepter or Mace Royal, of black Wood about 4 
Yard and half long, upon which hung two Crowns, 
one leſs than the other, with three very long Chains 
- - 'oft doubled, with a Bag of the Hero Tabah ; the

Scepter- Bearer,came the Kivg himſelf with his Guard 
about him, having on his Head a Knit-work Cawl, 
wrought ſomewhar like a Crown, and/on his Shoulders 
a Coar of Rabbirs. ſkins reaching ro his Waſte ; The 
Coats of his Guard were of the"ſame ſhape, but other 
ſkins, having Cawls with Feathers, cover'd with a - 


Down growing en a Herb, exceeding any orher Down -* | 


for fineneſs, and not to be uſed by any but thoſe about 
rhe King's Perſon, whe are alſo permitted to wear a 
Plame of Feathers on their Heads in fignot Honour, 
and the Seeds of this Herbare uſ:d only in Sacrifice to 
their Gods, Aﬀer them followed the Common 
People almoſt Naked, whoſe long Hair tied upin a 
Bugch behind, was ftuck with Plumes of Feathers, bur 
in the fore-parr only one Feather like an Horn, accord- 
ing to their own Fancy; their Faces were all painted, 
ſome White, others Black, or other Colours, every 
Man bringing ſomething in his Hand for a Prefent: The 
Feer of their Company conſiftad in Women and Chil- 
dren, each Woman carrying a Baſket or two with bags 
of Tabah, a Root called Petah, (whereof they make 
Bread, and eat it either Raw, or Baked) broyled 
Fiſhes like Pilchards, the Seeds and Down aforemen- 
tioned, and ſuch other things: Their Baſkets are 
made of Rufhes, like a deep Boar, and ſo well wrought 
as to hold Water, they hang pieces of Pearl ſhells, and 
ſometimes Links of theſe Chains on the brims, to fig- 
nifie they were only uſed in the Worſhip-of their 
Gods, they are wrought with matted Down of red Fea-. 
thers into variqus Forms. | 
Geaeral Drake cauſed his Men tobe on their Guard

. the greateſt ſhew poſſible of Warlike Preparations, 
(45 he uſually. did) ſo that had they been real Ene-

Joining cloſer rogether, they gave them a general Sa-- 


lutation, and after ſilence, he who carrieejthe Scepter 
prompted by another afſign'd by the King, repeated 
loudly what the other ſpake low, their Oration laſting 
half an hour, ar the Cloſe whereof they uttered a 
common Amen, in Approbation thereof: Then the 
King with the whole number of Men and Women, (the 
Litcle Children only remaining behind) came farther 
in the ſame Order gown to the Fogt of the Hill near 
the Fort: Whenthe SCEPTER- BEARER, 
with a compoſed Countenance began a Song, and as it 


were a Dance, and was followed by the King and all. 


tne reſt, but the Women, who were ſilent: They 


came ncar in their Dance, and the General perceiving 


their honeſt Simplicity, let chem encer freely within 
their Bulwark, where continuing a while fingirg and 
dancing, the Women following with their Bowls in 


eheir Hands, their Badics bruiſed, and their Faces, 


Breaſts, and other parts torn and ſpotted with blood : 
Being tired with this Exerciſe, they by figns defired 
the 'General to fir down, to whom their King and 
others ſeemed ro make Supplications, that he would 
be che King and Governour of cheir Country, to whom 
they were moſt willing to reſign the Government of 
themſelves and their Pofterity,and more fully to declare 
their Meaning, the King with all the reft Unanimouſly 
ſinging a Song, joyfully ſet the Crown on his Head, 1n- 
rien his Neck with Ehains, offering him many 


other things, and Honouring him with the Title of 
Hioh, concluding with a Song and Dance of Triumph, 


that they were neronly viſited by Gods, (which they 
fiill jadged them) bur that the great God was become 
their King and Patron, and they now the happieſt 
People in the whole World, 

\ The General obſerving them ſo freely to offer all 
this to him, was unwilling to diſoblige them, fince he 
was neceſſitated to-continue there ſome rime, and to 
require relief in.mapy things from them, not knowing 
: what 
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what 2dyantage it might in time. bring to his own Coul- 
ery ; Therefore in the Name and for the Uſe of Queelt 
Elizaberh he took the Scepter, Crown and Dignity, 
that Land upon him, . wiſhing that the Riches and 
| | Treafvres theresf, wherein the upper parts abound, 
| might be as cafily tranſported. hither, as he had ob- 
rained the Sovyeraignty thereof, from a People. who 
_ haye Plenty, and are ofa very loving and tratqble Na» } 
rure, ſeeming ready to imbrace Chriftianiry, if it | 
" | conld be Preachedand made known to theme Theſe | 
Ceremonies over, the Common People leaviag the 
King and his Guard, mingfed themſelves among thens, 
Arie: ſurveying every Man,. andenclofing the young» 
eſf offered'Sacrifices rothem with Lamentable Shreiks / | 
and Weepings, tearing the Fleſh from off their Faces 
with their Nails,. and this not the Women only, bur 
Old Men likewiſe were even as yiolentin Roaring and 
Crying as they: The Engliſh much grieved. at the 
Power cf Satan over them, ſhewed all kind of diſlike 
herets,. by lifcing their Hands and Eyes toward Hea® 
ven. but they were fo mad on their Idolatry, thaz 
though held from rending themſelves, yer when at Li- 
berty, were as violent as before, till thoſe they adored 
were conveyed into their Tents, whom yetas Met 
Diftracted, they Raged for again: Their Madneſs a 
little qualified, they complained ro them of theis 
Griefs and Diſeaſes, as old Aches, ſhrunk Sinews, can- 
kered Sores, Ulcers, and Wounds lately received, 
wherewith diyers were affiicted, and mournfully de- 
fired Cure from them, making Signs, that if they did. 
bur blow upon rhem or touch their Maladies, they: 
ſhould be healed. In pity to them, and to ſhew they: 
were but Men, they uſed common Ointment and Plat 
ſters for their Relief, beſeeching God to enlighten: 
tnetr Minds. | ; 
Duriog their ſtay. here, they uſually brought Sacri=: 
fices every third day, till they clearly underſtood. the: 
Engliſh were diſpleaſed, whereupon their Teal. aba-: 
ted 5. yet they continually reſorted to them —— 
E 5,  Fagerielsy,

eagerneſs, that rhey oft forgot to provide Suftcnance 
ſelves, ſo that the General, whom they count- 
ed their Father, was forc'd to: give them Vieuals, 
_ as Muſcles; Scals and the like, wherewith they 
were extreamly pleaſed, and fince they would 
mor-accept of Sacrifices, they hating Iogratitude, 
forced what they had upon them in Recom- 
pence, though never fo uſcful to themſelves ; They 
are-yery ingenious, and free from Gulle or Treachery ;; 
their Bows and Arrows (which are their only Wea» 
pon*, and almoſt all thar Wealth) they uſe very 
{kilfully; yer witheutt much Execution, they helng 
fitter for Children than Men, though they-are uſually 
fo ſtrong, that one of them cculd ezfily carry that a 
Mile together without Pain, which ro or three Eng- 
fiſhmen there conld hardly bear: They run very ſwifc 
and long, and ſeldom go any ocfier Pace ; if they faw 
"2Fiſh ſo near the Shoar, as to reach the Place without 
fwiming, they ſeldom miſt it. 

Haring fimſh'd their Aﬀairs, the General and ſome 
of his Company, made a Journey up into the Country, 
ro 'obſerve their manner of Living, with the Nature 
and Commodities of the Country : They found their 
Houſes ſuch as you have heard, and many being fixt 
in one place, made divers Villages: The Inland was 
far different from the Sea-ſhoar, irbeing a very frunful 
Soil, farniſked with all Neceffaries, and ftored with 
large fat Deer, whereof they ſaw Thouſands in an 
Herd, with Rabbits of a ſtrange kind, having Tails ike 
Rats, and Feer like a Mole, with a natural Bag under 
thety Chin, whereip, after they have filled their Belly 
abroad, they pur the reſt for relieving their Young or 
themſelves, when they are willing to flay at home : 
They. eat their Bodies, bur preſerve their ſkins, of 
which the Royal Garmentsof their KING are made, 
This Country General Drake called Nova Albion, borh 
becauſe it had white Cliffs reward the Sea, and thar 
ks Name might have ſome Likeneſs to Englagd, which 
was former)y fo called. Before they went _—_ wy 
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General cauſed a Monument to be creed, ſignifying 
thar the Engliſh had been there, and afſerring the 
RIGHT of Queen Elizabeth, and her Snccefſors to 
that Kingdom, all engraven in a Plate of Braſs, and 
nail*d to a greac firm Poſt, with the Time of their 
Arrival, the Queen's name, and the free Reſignation 
of the Country by the King and People into her hands; 
likewiſe her Pi&ture and Arms, and underneath the. 
General's Arms, 

The Spaniards had never any Commerce, hor eyer. 
ſer foot in this Country, their urmoſt Acquiſitions be» 
ing many degrees Southward thereof ; and now the 
Time of their departure being ar hand, they Joy of 
the Natives was drowned in extream Sorrow, pouring 
out woful Complaints, and grievous Sighs and Tears 
for their leaving thew ; yet fince they could not have 
their preſence, they (ſuppoſing them indeed wo be: - 
Gods) thought it their duty to” intreat them to be. - 
mindful of them in their abſence, declaring'by gns, 
thar they hoped hereafter to ſee them again, and be- 


| fore the Engliſh were aware, fer fire to a Sacrifice, 


which they offered. to them, burning therein a Chain 
and a Bunch of Feathers, The General endeavoured 
by a!l means to hinder their Proceedings, but conld” 
nar prevarl, til! they tciito Prayers and Singing of 


Pſalms, when allured rhereby, forgetting their folly, 


ard leaving their Sacrifice unconſumed, and the Fire 
to go out, imitating the Englifh in all their ARQions,. 
rheyflift up their Hands and Eyes to Heaven as they 
did. July 23. They took a ſorrowful Leave of them, 
but loth to part with them, they went to the rops of 
the Hills to keep fight of them as long as poffible, 
making Fires before, behind, and on each fide of 
them, wherein they ſuppoſed} Sacrifices were offered: 
ro their h+ppy Voyage. A lictle withou: rheir Harbouz 


lye certain Iſles, cailed by them the Tfſlands of St. 


James, wherein were plenty ef Scals and Fowls, and 
Landing in one of them nexr- day, they ſupplied: they 
k lves.w;;i compe:ent.Provifion for ſome time. ut

they lerfly a great many at them. The General ſcoro- 
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The-General now finding the Extremity of the 
Cold increaſe, the Sun being gone further, and the 
Winds conſtantly blowing Northerly, giving no hope 
of finding a Paſſage thro' thoſe Northern Seas, he 
reſolved with the general approbation of all, to loſe 
no more time, but ſail dire&ly to the Molucco Iſlands, 
and having a ſight of nothing but Sea and Sky for ſixty 
glght days together, they continued their Courſe thro* 
the Main Ocean ti}] S* pr. go, witzen they ſpyed cer- 


| tain Iſlands abour eight degrees North: of the LINE, 


from whence there came inſtantly a great number of 
Canoos, having in ſome four, in others fix, icurteen 
or fifteen Men, bringing Gocoes, Potatoes, Fiſh, - and 
ſeyeral fruit to fell; Phetr Canons are made of one 
Tree, hejilowed within very artificially, and az ſmooth 
25 Glaſs all over, with a. very curious Prow and Stern, 
hung full of white glittering Shells : On each fide were 
two pieces of Timber, about a yard and half long, at 


the ends whereof a great Cane was faſtened to prevent. iſ 


them from oyer-turning. The People had the lower 


- parts of their Ears cut round, and hanging very low 


on their Checks, wherein they put things of a reaſon- 
able weight: The Nails of ſome of their Fingers 
were at leaſt at Inch long, and their Teeth as hlack 
25. Ink, cccafion:d by eating an Herb, with a Powder 
they always carry with them to that purpoſe. The 
firft Company of Canoos coming up to their Ship, 
which ſailed ſlow for want of Wind, ſeemed very fair 
dealers, and exchang'd ſome Goods with them very 
orderly, making figns for them ro come nearer the 
ſhoar, bur defigning treacheroufly to ſeize both Men. 
and Ship. - Theſe gone, others preſently came, who, 
if they got any thing into their hands, would reirker 
return ic, nor give any thing fer it, counting. all cheir 
own which they once hansled, impudem]y ©:xpeQiing 
more, but would give back nothing ; upon which the 
Englifh refuſing to Trade with: them as Cheats, they 
were ſo inraged, that having Stones in their Canoo,

Ounces : They much value Linnen Cloth, to make 
Rolls for their Heads, and Girdles about cheir Middles, 
and delight in Stones, and the like Trifles: Their 
Ifland 1s rich in Gold, Silver, Copper, Tin and Sul- 
phur, which they work very Artifictally into diver; 


Ginger, long Pepper, Lemmons, Cucumiers, Coco's, 
Figo's, Sagu, and ſeveral other Fruits, whereof they 
provided themſelves of one like a- Bay-berry, but 
pleaſant 1n Taſt, and being boyl'd, 1s very ſoft. and 
nouriſhing Meat : They continued here two days, not 
having found more Comfort and Refreſhment in al 
their Voyage (cxceptat Terenate) thau in this place. 

Feb. 12. Coming to the height of eight Degree 
four Minutes, they ſpied a green Iſland to the South, 
and foon after, rivo more that way, with a large one 
roward the North, appearing well inhabited, bur the) 
had no occaſion to vitit them, and therefore paſt then 
by, together with ſeveral others.

9. when chey ſpied Land, and Anchored rh 
Night : Next Morning they bore farther North, and 
came .to ab Anchor the ſecond time near the Shoar 
March 11. they took in Water, and ſending thel 
Boat again aſhoar. they traded with the People, all 
coming nearer to the Town, the General ſent his Ma 
aſhoar nexc day, to preſent the King with ſome Sill 
and Cloth, both Woclica and Linnen, which he thank 
fully.received, rerurning Rice, Cococs, Hens, and orh 
Provifions in Recampence : T hey founs 1t to be Ja! 
Iſland, in 7 Degrees, 3o Minutes Sourh Lartitede 
March 13: the General wih many of his Gentleme 
went aſhoar, and preſented the King with ___—_ 
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fick, by whom they were very generouſly entertained. 
They ſhewed him the Engliſh Military Diſcipline, 
Training their Pikes and Muſkers before him. They 
were treated according ro their Defire, and ar laſt di(- 
miſt-wich a Promiſe to haye more Victuals ſer them. 
In this Iſland there ts one Principal, bur many Petty 
Kings, whom they call Raja's, that live 1n much 
Friendſhip one wich another; March 14. they did re- 
ceive Viauals from two of them, and next day three 
of theſe Kings came aboard in Perſoy, .to viſit the Ge- 
neral, and to view their Ship and Ammunition, being 
much pleaſed with their Katertainmeut, and what they 
ſaw.

After they had been. with them, and related what 
they found, Raja Donan, the Chief Monarch of the _ 
whole ifle came aboard them next day, bringing ; 
Vieuals for their Relief; and few days paſt, but one 
'or other of them came, whom the General Treated 
-with the beſt Cheer he could make, and fhewed them 
all che Rarities of their Ship, wich their Grear Guas, 
Arms, and all the Furnicure thereto belonging, and 
how they were uſed; never failing to give thera Mu» 
fick, wherewith they were equally filled with Delight 
and Admiratien:-March t. Raja Donan coming again 
aboard, in requital of theirs, preſented the General 
with his Country Mufiek, which tho' ſtrange, yer. 
ſeemed very pleaſant : The ſame Day he ſent an Ox 
to the Water-fide, which he was willing to Exchange 
for divers ſorts of eoſtly Silks, which he much eſteem- 
ed ; their Kings as well as the People are kind, true, 
and exa& in rheir Dealings; they rrafficke with them 
for Hens, Goats, Cococs, Planrains, and other Provi- 
fions, whereof they offered them ſuch Plenty, that if 
there had been occaſion, they might have laden their

ET" HIS worthy Knight having performed that un- 

paraſleV'd Exploit of 1ncompaſhng the World, 
ob:ained ſo much Reputation thereby, that every Man 
thought himſelf happy, who was engagd with this 
Fortunate Commander : Having therefore onl} enjuy- 
ed fome ſhort Breathing ſince his laſt grear- Adventure, 


he forthe Service of his Prince and Country, provi. 


ded a Navy of twenty five Ships and Pinnaces, aboard 
which were two thouſand three hundred Mariners and 
Souldiers with their reſpeRive Captains and other 
Officers, both for Land and Sea ſervice : He imbar- 
quedar Plymouth, Sepr. 12. 158 5: himſelf being Ge-

eſt part of his Forces on the top of the Hill, *rill the 
Town was quartered out for Lodging his wholeArmy, 
which being dene, and every Captain ſettled in his 
own Quarters, jn the Evening they placed ſuch ſef3- 
cient Guards 3bcut the Town, as they had no cauſe ro 
fear an Enemy : Here they fiay'd 14 days, taking ſuch 
Spoiks as the place yielded, as VVine, Oyl, Meal, Vt- 
regar, Olives, and the ltze, bur no Treaſure, nor 
any thing elſe of ve!ue :; The Ciry of St. Jago is of a 
Triangular form, having rwo Recky Mountains on the 
Faſt and VVcft fide, which ſeem to hang over it, on 
the Top whereof were built certain Fortificarions. to 
ſecure it; From thence to rhe South: fide of the Town 
3s the Main Sea, and on the North the Valley lying 
between thoſe Mounrains wherein the City ſtands, the 
diſtance being very narrow between them « Through 
the mid{t of the Valley runs a ſmall Rivolet of Freſh 
VVater, which makes a Pond or Pool near the Sea- 
fide, where their Ships took 1n water with much con- 
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yeniency : Ar the Towns end the Valley growing lar- 
ger, is converted into Gardens and Orchards, reple- 


pleniſhed with Lemmons, Oranges, Sugar-Canes, 
Coco- Nuts, Plantains, Potatoes, Cucumbers, Onyons, 


*'Garlick, and divers other Fruits, Herbs and Trees, 


During their ſtay here, a Portugal came to the 


| YVeſt Fort with a Flag of Truce, to whom were ſent 


the Captains, Sampſon, and Goring, who firft askd 
what Nation they were ? They ſaid Engliſh-Men: He 
then inquired whether there were VVars berwen Eng- 
land and Spain? VVho anſwered, * They knew nor, 
© bur if he would go to their General he would reſolve 
him ef all doubts; offering hun ſafe Conduct, who 
refuſed, as not being ſent by the Governour ; They 
then told him, © Thar if the Governour defired the 
© Benefit of his People and Countrey, he would do beft 
© ra come aud preſent himſe!f ro their Noble and Mer». 
© ciful General Sir Francis Drake, from whom he might 
© be affured of Fayour both for himſelf and the Inhabi- 
rants, otherwiſe within three days they ſhould march 
© in order to deſtroy all places and People with Fire 
and Sword : VVith this Anſwer he departed, pro- 
miſing tc return next day, but they never heard of 
him more. Nov. 24. The General, L, General, and 
60s. Men march'd toward a Village 12 Mile within | 
the Land, calld Sano Domingo, Inhabired by the 
Goveraour, the Biſhop, and other Perſons of Quality; 
they arrived there abour Eight inthe Morning, butall 
the People. were fled to the Mountains, where they 
ſaid ſome time to ſee if any would appear : Being 
refreſn'd, the General order'd *em ro march back a- 
gain; 1n their retreat the Enemy appeared both Horſe 
and Foot, but not ſo ſtrong as to ingage them, but Jet 
them paſs by with only gazing ar them, ſo that toward 
Night they arrived ſafe back to St. Jago. 

Nov. 26, They again prepared to Imbark their Ar- 
my, ſome being ſent in the interim to the Town of 
Play, or Prate, to fearch for Ammunition, which a 
Priſoner taken the day before, promited to diſcoyer 
but 
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but when tfheY-came there, either he could or would 
, not doit; but ſearching all likely Places, they-:found 


one Braſs, atd another Iron great Gun « In the Aﬀers 


noon, the General and his whole Fleet Anchored at 
Plaie, and comirg afhoar, cemmanded the Town to 
be burnt, and themſelves ro repair inſtantly aboard, 
which being quickly difpatch'd, they all imbarqued 


that Night, and put cf to Sea South-Weſt, All the. 
time they were at Sr. ago, neither rhe Goyernour, . 


who was a Portugal, nor the Biſhop, whoſe Authority 


1s great there, nor any of the People ever came (tho'* 


they expeced they would) ro deſire them to ſpare 
their Proviſions, or forbear Ruitirg their Town, 
which they judged proceeded from their Guilt cf the 
Treachery and Cruelry uſed toward Nr. Wilham Haw- 
Kings of Plymouth, with whom abow five Ycars be- 
fore, they broke their Faith, and murthered many of 
his Men; bur. fince they came not at them, the Eng. 
| ſh left written in ſeveral places, eſpecially atthe 
Spittle- Houſe, (which was ordered to be ſpared from 
the Fire) the indignation they had againſt them, nor 
only for nor appearing, but for their barvarous Uſage 
of the Body of one of their Eoys, whom they had raken

From hence they ſailed direQly toward rhe Weſt. 
Indies, but 24 not been many gays at Sea, when

ry ſervicea»le to them, during cheir thort ftay, help- 


ing their Men to bring freſh Warer on their bare 


' ſhoulders, from the River to cheir Boats, and ferch- 


ing them great ſtore of Tobacco and Caflavy Bread 
from their Houſes 3 and in requital, received liberal 
rewards of Glaſs, coloured Beads, ard other things 
which the Engliſh found atSt. Jago, wherewith they 
ſcemed much pleaſed, and appeared forrowtul at their 
departure. 

From hence they went Weftward to the Iſle of St, 
Chriſtophers, where they ſpent ſome days of Chrift. 
maſs, to refreſh their Sick, and cleanſe their Ships, 
but found no People there : -It was concluded to pro- 
ceed next to the great Iſland of Hiſpaniola, incited 
thereto with the Fame of the rich Ciry of St. Domingo, | 
being the moſt conſiderable place on thoſe Coaſts, and - 
to further their purpoſe, they by the way took a ſmall. 


. Frigot bound thither, and having examined the Men, 


found the Haven was barred, and the Caſtle uponthe 
ſhore well fortified with Artillery, fo thar there was: 
no convenient Landing Place within ten Engliſh Miles 


of the City, to which the Pilot ingagea to bring them; | 


this being reſolved on. next Morning early at the ſaid 
place, about ten Miles Weft of that famous City, the 
Forces who were imbarqued into Pinnaces, Boats, _ 
and other ſmall Barks appointed for this ſervice, 
Landed urder Lieutenant General Caritel, and abour 
eight a Clock began to march, approaching the Town. 
toward Noon, where they were met bv about at hun- 
dre>t Gentlemen of Quality on Horſe-back, but the - 
{mail ſhor played ſo ſmartly upon them; that they were - 
Goliged to retire, and to ſuffer them to proceedfo the 
two Gates of the Town next the Sea,. winch were . 
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guarded with Souldiers, and Great Guns, with fome 
Companies of ſmall ſhot planted in Ambuſcade on the 
Hign-way:: The Engliſh divided their Army, conſfiſt- 
1ng in about twelve hundred Men into: two parts, to 
aflault both the Gates ar once, the Lieutenant General 
publickly declaring ro Captain Powel, that with God's 
help he would go on till both Parties met in the Mar- 
ker-place of Sr. Domingo. | 


Upon their approach, the Ordnance were fired up-. 


on them, which killed one Man near the Lientenant 
General, who nor in the leaft diſmayed, incouraged 
- his Men w rmarch on briſkly, and prevent them from 
Charging again; which they proſecured with ſo much 
Vigor, thatnotwithſtanding the Ambuſcades, they va- 
lantly entred the Ciry Gates, putting all the Spaniards 
to flight, and forthwith repaired to the Market-place, 
which was a very fair ſquare before the great Church, 
whither Captain Powe], according to Agreement, ſoon 
afrer came 3 where they ſecured rhemfetves that night, 
and about Mid- night thoſe in the Caftle findivg the 
Engliſh buſie ar the Gates, abardoned 1t, ſome being 
taken Priſoners, and others eſcapyng by Boats tothe 


” other ſide of the Haven, Art this time General Drake 


ſent a Negro Boy with a White Flag, and a Meflage to 
theSpaniards,accerding to their own Uſage,who unhap. 
pily meeting with ſome of rhe Officers belongingto the 
Spaniſh Gally, then in poſſcfion of the Engliſh, one of 
them was ſo inraged, that he thruſt the poor Boy 
through/ the Body with an Horſeman's ſtaff, who had 
yet ſtrengrh enough to return and give the General an 
Account of this barbarous AQ, after which he felidown 
dead in his Preſence, whereat the General was fo in- 
raged, that he Ordered three Spaniſh Priſoners to be 
carried to the ſame place and hanged, ſending them 
Word, * Thar till che Perſon who had Murdered their 
© M:flenger, was delivered up to Condign Puniſhmenr, 
© he would hang two Spaniſh Priſoners every day till 
« they were all diſparch'd, Upon which the next day 
the Cota of che King's Galley brought the Offender 
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to the Towns-end, offering to deliver him into their 
hands, bur they deſired that he might be execnted by 
the Spaniards themſelves in their Preſence, thinking 1t 
more honourable Revenge, and fo Execution was ac- 
cordingly done upon him, | : 
In this place (as formerly at St. Jago). one of their 
own Company, an Iriſh Man, was Executed for Mur- 
dering his Corporal. In this time many Propoſals 
were offered by the Commiſſioners ro fave their City, 
which nor taking effe, the Engliſh for ſeveral Morn- 
Ings xdgether endeavoured to fire the high ſtrong$tone- - 
houſes, but with little Succeis, though 208 Mariners 
were imployed every day to perform It, fo -thar at 
length, wearied with firing, and upon divers accounts 
they were content to accept of rwenty five Thouſand 
Duckets, (zach five ſhillings ſix Pence 1n Vaiue) asa 
Ranſom for the reſt of the Town: Arnong other re- 
matkables in Sr. Domingo, it ts obſervable, That in the 
Hall of the King's Houſe, there are ihe Arms of Spata 
painted in a large $cuicheon, under which 18 placed 
a Globe of the whole World, wich a Morſe 'as it were 
leaping on it, and a ſcrole our of hjs Meath, wherein 
was written, * Non ſufficit Orbis, the World ſufficeth 
*not; which ſufficiently diſcovers the unbounded 
Ambitioncf the Spaniſh Monarchy, ard the Commif- 
floners being deſired by the General to explain the | 
meating of it, ſhook their heads and ſmiled, feerping 
aibamed of it, fince they were told, * That 1f the 
* Queen of England would proſecute the War vigo- 
* rouſly againſt them, they would find it encugh to 
* preſerve what they had got, avd not think of gaitiing 
* more from orhers, as by the loſs of this famous Town 
* did ſufficiently appear : They found to great Riches 
1 It, which was occafioned by the cruelty uſed by the 
Spaviards to the Natives of Hiſpaniola, which chough 
almoſt as large as England, the People were utterly des» 
ſtroyed in a few years by cheir Tyranny, ſo that for 
want of Men, the Mines of Gold and Silver 1n this 


Ifland are wholly given oyer, and they are now forced

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to uſe only Copper Money, of which they found a 
grgat quantity : Their chief Trade confiſts in Sugar 
and Ginger which grow there, and in Ox and Cow- 
hides, who breed 1n infinire numbers in this vaſt 
Country : They have alſo ſtore of ſtrong Wines, ſweet 
Oyls, Vinegar, Olives, Wheat-meal, and other Proyi- 
fions ; with Silks, and Woolles, and Linnen Cloath 
brought from Spain, which were a great Relief to 
them; they met with bur little Plate, hecauſe they 
uſe Proceliane Diſhes for Mcar, and Glaſſes to drink Nd 
wm...

four hundred ſmall ſhot, and upon the Land, three hun- 
dred Muſquets and Pikes more for Guarding this 
Strezght. : 

The Engliſk coming on, the Spaniards being 1n rea- 
cineſs, ſpared not for ſmall and great ſhot, bur'tne 
Lieutenant General taking the adyantage of the dark- 
neſs of the Morning before Sun-riſe, approached by 
the Sea ſhore according to his expreſs direQionahe 
night before, where the Water being ſomewhat alles, 
moft of their ſhot was in vain: The Engliſh were for- 
bid Hooting ill they came to the Wall, and coming to- 
the Barricado of Wine Burts, they inſtantly fell on, 
throwing down the Barrels, andfalling in briſkly both 
with their Swords and Pikes, even at their very faces,. 
aſrer their Muſkets had given their firft Volley ; fo that: 
the Spaniards were driven from the place, ard purfued 
Into the Town, without giving them any breatht 
ime, till the Engliſh got to the Market-place, hol 
they ſometimes made a head to prevent it ; and were - 
forced toleave them poſſcflion of che Town, flying in-- 
to the Country to their Wiyes and Families, whom. 
they had ſent away before. They had raiſed hand- 
ſome Barricadoes of Eatth ar every Streets end in- 
trenched about, in entring which, ſome ſmall Refiſt- 
ance was made, bur they were all ſoon diſperſt, fexy 
being either wounded or ſlain : They had planted ma-. 
by Indians with Bows, in places of Advantage, their 
Arrows being poyſoned to ſuch a herghr, chart if they 
did bur break the ſkin, the Wound was uſually mor. - 
tal; they ſlew ſome Engliſh herewith, and with ſpikes 
a foot and. half long, faſtened in the ground and im- 
poyſon'd, of which they planted a vaſt number in rhe 
common way ;z but they marching by the Seaſhore, 
happily eſcaped the greateſt part of chem: They won 

Alonzo. 
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Alonzo Bravo, the Chief Commander of the Barricado 
Priſoner, and having utterly Routed the reft, contiy I 
nued in the Town fix Weeks, the Mortality atore-fþo) 
rgentioned ſtill continuing among chem, called by rhe 
Spanlards a Calenture, and irapured by them to the 
Air of the Twy-light, called La Sercna, which they 
affirm, mortally infe&s all who are then abroad, ex- 
cept the nataral Indians of the Country, and that thoſe 
who were on the Watch, were hereby ſubje& to thyj 
Iatection, —_ 
The Inconvenience of this Sickreſs hintred themj 
from proſecuting their Deſign of going to Nombre de 
Dios, and ſoover- Land to Panama, jn hopes of gain-{Ra 
ing ſufficient Treaſure to recompence their rediousffce 
Travels, which being found impra&cable, they were 
reſolved to return home without atrempting fartha 
that way : One day white they were there, the Ceni!ſſt| 
nel placed upon the Church-Sceeple, diſcovered two 
ſmall Barks ar Sea, whereupon ſeveral Caprains and 
Sea-men got aboard two ſmall Pinnaces in hope t0 
ſeize them before they gor nigh the Snoar, or had no- 
tice from Land of their beitg in the Town, but not- 
withſtanding their utmoſt diligence, the Spaniards 
had given them a-Sign, fo that upon the approach «INS: 
the Pirnaces, they ran aſhore and hid themfelves mb 
the Buſhes among other Spaniards, who had girenth 
them notice of rheir danger : The Englifh ſeeing theW'c 
Barks empty, reſhly wenr aboard, arid ſtanding ope: vb: 
on the Deck, were ſuddenly ſhot ac by a Company offct 
Spaniards out of the Hedges, whereby Caprain Var-Bp: 
ney was ſlain on the place, and Captain Moon diedaJjti 
few days after, four or five more being hurt ; ſo that»! 
not having men enough to fight afhozr, moſt of themJd 
being Seamen unarmed, fince they hoped to have ta-Jp 
ken the Barks wich 'their great Guns, they were tor- 
ced to return withour effeCting any thing, tho' they © 
might eafily have taken them, had they reach'd themy|t: 
before chey camg,.ſo nigh the Shoar.

rd:ngreed, they left the Town, bat drew ſome of thefr

/ being ſpent in watectng the. Fleer, they departed a {c 
cond time for Cape Sr. Anthony, May 13. and Sail- 
ing along in fight of rhe Coaft of Florida, May 28 
they perceived a place like a Beacon on the Shoar 
abcat 30 Degrees North Laticude ; upon which, mar 
ning their Pinnaces, and coming near, they Lande 
arid Marched up along the River fide, General Drake 
himſelf Commanding them, and perceived a For! 
newly builr by the Spaniards on the cther fide the Ri 
ver overagainſt them, and 'a:out a Mile above, was 3 
litcle Tovwn or Village of wocdden Houſes witnou 
walls: Tay preſently prepared their great Guns tc 
batter down the Fort, and the ficſt ſhot ſtruck rhroug 
their 7.nfign, as they heard by a Freachman who __ 
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to them from the Enemy 3 another ſhot ſtruck the 
Foot of the Fort, which was all of Mafſy Timber, 
like Maſts of Ships : It was reſolved rhat Night to paſs 
the River with four Companies and affaulr 1t, bur the L. 
General going in a Skiff with fix Captains more well 
armed, to make diſcovery, the Spaniards thinking 
their whole Fleet had been come, took che Alarm, 
and preſently forſook the Fart, after having diſchar- 


i ged a few Pieces, 


The L. General being returned without kaowing 
they were gone, immedirtely a French Piper who had 
been their Priſoner, came Piping to them 1n a lntle 
Boat, and. being called by the Guard, told them before 
he went aſhoar what he was, and that the Spaniards 
were gone from the Fort, offering either to put him- 
ſelf into their hands, or to return back and dire&thoſe 
that would go to the Forr; whereupon the General, 
L, General, and ſome Captains in their Skiffs, accom- 
aated with three Pianaces furniſhed with Souldiers, 
went over toward the Fort. Ar their approach, ſome 
- of the Enemy bolder than the reſt ffaying behind, ſhot 
two pleces of Ordnance at them, but they went aſhoar, 
and entred the place without finding any Man there, 
When Day appeared, they ſaw it was built all of Tim- 
A ber, the Wails being only whole bodies of Trees pla- 

ced cloſe rogether hke Paies, not having yet made a 
Ditch, nor furniſhed it, ſo that they had no reaſon to 
keep it, ir veing ſo ſubjz& borh to Fire and Afaulrs ; 
The Plat-form for thejr Guns was the Bodies of long 
rine-Trees, whereof they have plenty, laid croſs each 
other, and fiiled up with Earth ; they found there 14. 
$ great Brafs Guns, and a Cheſt lock'd, wherein was a- 
| bout 20001, ſterling, thought to be che King's, for 

Paymenc of the Souldiers, who were about I go Men :

Supplies of all they wanted,and next day Mr-Lane and 
ſome of his Company came aboard, and the General 
with confent of his Captains, made him two Propo- 
fals, either to leave a Ship, Pinnace, or certain Boats, 
with ſufficient Maſters, Mariners, and a Months Pra- 
viſion, to ſtay and make Diſcovery ot- the Country, 
and the Coaſts, and likewife fo much ViRuals as 
right ſuffice to bring them all home, being 103 Per- 
ſons, if they thought fic afterward ; or elſe, 1t they 
judged they had already made ſufficient Diſcovery,

Elizabeth and the Lords and Commons conſulted tow 
to requite the proud Spaniard, by attempting fome- 
thing upon their own Coaſts, to prevent them from 
making any new Expedition, which they feemed to 
deſign {for repairing their diſhonour) by their ear- 
nefine(s in purting their Fleet and Army 1nto the for- 
mer Condirion. And firſt the Queen determined to 
afſift Don Antonio the expulſed King of Portugal. This 
Don Antonio among other Competitors, claimed the 
Crown of Portvgal after the Deceaſe of King Henry, 
as deſcended from King Emanuel, by his Son Don 
Lewis the Infant, whom Philip King of Spain alledged 
to be only his Baſtard ; againft which Accuſation Don 
Antonio had ſentence for his Legitimacy by the Biſhop 
of Angra 3 and being cleared hereby from that ſcanda- 
lous imputarion, he was by the Eftares of Portugal 
firſt made ProteRor of the Realm, and afteriard,' 
for his Wiſdom, Courage, Humility, Religion, and 
all other Princely Qualities, was by the People ac- 
cepred for their King, wherero he'was in a manner in- 
forced, ſecing him'e)f encompaſſed with many drawn

But King Phillip being very Potent in Men and Mo. 


ney, fent the Duke of Alva with a em Army into 
- Portugal ; and Don Antonio not ab 


e to refift ſuch 
ftrong Forces, was compelled to berake himſelf ts 
flight; after which King Philip marched into Portugal, 
and by Proclamation cffered eight hundred thouſand 
Crowns to any that could bring in Don Antonio alive - 
or dead ; yet fo great was the love of the Portugueſe 
to this unfortunace Prince, that he lay eight Months 
concealed in that Kingdom; and thevgh he had daily 
Conference and Converſation with many, yet he was 
never betrayed by them. Bur at length finding little * 
hope of his Re-eſtabliſhment, he withdrew Into 
France, leaving his Crown and Kingdom to be poſlcſ- 
ſed by King Philip, who had long ambitiouſly gaped 
after it, And the other Competitors being unable ta.

firmed the Kingdom to him. Don Antoni received

_The poor Prince thus diſappointed in France, re-
